The first Freshman Assembly was 
in Munger Memorial Hall Auditorium ! 
Wednesday morning, September 10th. j 
Dean Gilbert Mead gave us directions 
and explanations for Freshman Days. 
The Dean believes, as he told us, that 
the years '16-26 contain more impor- 
tant milestones than any other decade 
in the lives of young people. This 
decade see preparatory education, 
opening of college career, graduation, 
and the starting upon a career. In 
many instances, it brings the abandon- 
ing of school and the fight to make a 
living. Twenty-six sees many boys 
and girls married and starting homes. 

The most important question brought 
up in the address was "What brings 
the Freshmen to Birmingham South- 
ern and what do they expect to get 
out of it?" Among the varied things 
that bring us to Southern are: The 
fact that it is a Methodist institution; 
the ambition of our parents or some 
one else; personal ambition. Our am- 
bition may be to shine socially, which 
isn't good for us. It may be to in- 
crease our value economically, or it 
may be to broaden intellectually and 
spiritually. If we follow the path al- 
ready beaten out for us, we will find 
that we gradually approach our ideal, 
says the Dean. 

The aim of Birmingham-Southern is 
the development of cultured Christian 
gentlemen and gentlewomen, and we 
are to strive to attain the distinction 
of being such. No one can make us 
so — we must do it ourselves. 

From 10:00 to 12:00 Freshmen stood 
the English Proficiency test given to 
all Freshmen in college in the state 
of Alabama. We all looked white 
around the gils and walked as if we 
thought we ought to be back in "gram- 
mar" school!

At 2:00 we met in Munger Memo- 
rial to hear President Guy E. Snave- 
ley, who welcomed us to Birmingham- 
Southern. This was the first time 
President Snavely appeared before the 
entire Freshman class. We hope the 
class of '34 will live up to the expecta- 
tions of our President.

Lucky Thirteen 



There is an old superstition that thirteen is an unlucky number; 
it is classed with black cats, walking under ladders, seeing the new 
moon through glass, and other such omens of ill fortune. By all 
riirhts. therefore, the editor should see this issue of the Gold and 
Black go to press with no little doubt and trepidation, for with its 
appearance on the campus begins its thirteenth year as the weekly 
periodical of Birmingham-Southern College. 

Prior to that time there was a magazine, published quarterly. 
This was replaced by what was intended as a weekly newspaper. 
But circumstances have altered the original intent slightly ; inasmuch 
as Birmingham-Southern cannot support a magazine containing lit- 
erary matter such as stories, features, essays, and poetry, or comic 
material, it has been necessary to step out of Ihe usual bounds of 
journalism and permit such material to enter the columns of the 
newspaper. 

There has been some criticism of this, yet the editors intend to 
follow the precedent and continue as before. After all, mince pie is 
better when well spiced. So is news better read when surrounded 
by a bit of lighter stuff. 

The Gold and Black proposes at all times to further the best 
interests of Birmingham-Southern; to promote a greater degree of 
good feeling between facultv and student-body, and to foster the 
college traditions.

"Mary Owens Hall was a barracks, 
and contained between three and four 
hundred cots. The bugles were sound 
ed in military calls where the bells 
now signal the beginning and end of 
classes. Drill and college courses 
were alternated, from a study of 
Greek the student hurried to a course 
in the use of the bayonet in the 
charge." he shook his head, "those 
were exciting times, I'm telling you."

From a 
window there he made an address 
that was largely responsible for the 
change in attitude toward the paper 
which was the cause of its success.

Birmingham-Southern 
Trustee Writes Of 
German Passion Play 

Mrs. W. H. Stockham, a trustee of 
Birmingham-Southern and one of the 
college's most loyal benefactors, writes 
the following letter to the Methodist 
Circuit Rider, picturing the celebrated 
Oberammergau Passion Play: 

"Perhaps you may have forgotten, 
as I had, the origin of the Passion 
Play. 

In 1632-33 a terrible plague swept 
the valley in which Oberammergau is 
situated, and an appalling number of 
deaths occurred in th!s as in other 
adjacent villages. 

Today many of them show a cross, 
or chapel, which is a votive offering, 
for deliverance from the plague. The 
village of Oberammergau in 1633 vow- 
ed to give the Passion Play once in 
every ten years, as her votive offer 
ing; giving it first in 1634, and for 
nearly 300 years has kept her pledge, 
many times in spite of poverty or op- 
position. 

Picture a lovely Bavarian valley, 
such as we had been riding through 
for a half day: green, trim, perfectly 
cultivated, with mountains blue with 
haze, as a background to the vivk' 
green, and here and there a little snow 
on some far summit. Little villages, 
red roofed, made up largely of Swiss 
chalet architecture, dotted the green 
valley, and toward night our train 
stopped at one of these, and two more 
trains followed immediately, pouring 
out thousands of tourists of all nation- 
alities, intent on seeing the Passion 
Play, and whose reservations had been 
made months before, all over the 
world. 

We were immediately surrounded by 
curious looking men and boys with 
mops of blond hair, like long bobbed 
hair, with exaggerated permanent*.. 
On those shocks of hair were brilliant 
red caps, to signify that their wearers 
were there to carry our baggage. 

We were taken to the cottages of 
the residents, where we were given 
rooms clean and crude, and with them 
went very plain, wholesome meals. 

The play is given in a huge audi- 
torium seating 4,000 people, with one 
side entirely open, toward the stage. 
The orchestra of 50 pieces gave most 
appropriate and very fine music, and 
might have been an excellent sym- 
phony orchestra from any city, but 
was derived entirely from home talent, 
and trained by local leaders, as was 
the chorus of 50, dressed in dull blue, 
classically draped costumes harmoniz- 
ing wit the blue drop curtain. The 
several solo voices were excellent and 
well trained. 

Every scene of the play was pre- 
ceded by a spoken prologue by An to a 
Lang, a chorus, and two most beauti- 
ful tableau, one taken from scenes in 
Christ's life, and the other from a 
passage from the Old Testament, em- 



phasizing the same thought. I have 
never seen more beautiful tableaux. 

The participants were clothed in 
costumes historically correct, draped 
with artistic skill in vivid colors, and 
the poses were held without the slight- 
est movement for surprisingly long 
periods. The players, throughout, 
were well trained, graceful, unself- 
conscious, and apparently most sin- 
cere. 

The play opens with the entry of 
Christ and. the disciples into Jeru- 
salem, followed by the people with 
"loud hozannas," and Christ's vigor- 
ous denunciation of the traders in the 
temple and their expulsion, with doves 
flying and eheep running before them. 
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Then follows the clamour of the 
indignant rabbis; the Pharisees' de- 
termined effor to suppress the follow- 
ers of Christ and to persuade people 
that He is a menace to their loved 
religion.

BIRMINGHAM-SOUTHERN'S au- 
thors are not all professors of 
English. The Seventeenth Cen- 
tury Sheriff, by Dr. Cyrus Harreld 
Karraker, and Russo-American 
Relations, by Dr. Benjamin Piatt 
Thomas, have just appeared on 
the shelves of the college library. 

Dr. Karraker has made a de- 
tailed study of the sheriff in the 
Chesapeake colonies from 1607- 
1689 as compared with the corre- 
sponding office in England from 
which it was developed and modi- 
fied to fit the demands of a colon- 
ial government. It is scholarly 
work, compiled from dusty manu- 
scripts and old documents, both 
American and English. 

Dr. Thomas deals with the 
strange friendship between Rus- 
sia and America, two nations as 
different in temperament and gov- 
ernment as any on the globe. The 
reasons for this relationship Dr. 
Thomas gives as he traces it 
through the mazes of diplomacy 
from 1815-1867. 

Both Dr. Thomas and Dr. Kar- 
raker are members of the history 
department of Birmingham-South- 
ern.

Extension Courses 
Offered In Sixty 
College Subjects 

"The Birmingham-Southern Exten- 
sion Department is rapidly becoming 
a leading institution in the furtherance 
of higher education In the district," 
said Doctor J. E. Bathurst, director of 
the work, in a recent interview. "It 
has been necessary in the past for 
Birmians desiring a college education 
either to devote a large part of their 
day to class work or to give up their 
plans entirely. Now practically every 
course necessary for college degrees 
may be had in the late afternoon or 
in night classes. In the future we 
hope to present all required courses 
and to iron out all schedule conflic- 
tions between regular classes so that 
it will be easily possible for the stu- 
dent to go through college and earn 
his degree while carrying on full- 
time day work." 

This plan, which is now working 
successfully in the larger northern 
schools, is not in the distant future. 
Already the extension department pre- 
sents seventy-odd classes in sixty dif- 
ferent subjects. These embrace all 
branches of the work carried on in 
the regular day session with the ex- 
ception of Geology and Physics. In 
addition there are a number of attrac- 
tive courses offered which cannot be 
found in the regular curricula. Among 
these are classes in Journalism, 
Dramatics, and Aeronautics. 

While no definite figures have yet 
been released, enrollment is expected 
to approach the seven hundred mark. 
This number is slightly in excess of 
last year's record. Of the seven hun- 
dred enrolled over four hundred and 
seventy are students not enrolled on 
the campus. 

As Doctor Bathurst points out, "I 
like to compare our extension enroll- 
ment with the total enrollment of 
many midwestern and southern insti- 
tutions whose names appear regularly 
among the leading schools in the coun- 
try; not counting the enrollment of 
the college, but of the department 
alone, Birmingham-Southern surpasses 
many of these. Moreover our work 
compares favorably with that carried 
on by the South's largest universities." 

The faculty consists at present of 
forty-nine professors and instructors. 
This includes many prominent Bir- 
mingham business and professional 
men who are teaching classes in their 
especial lines. Among these are John 
D. Chichester, president of the Bir- 
mingham Real Estate Board, Judge 
Feidelson and E. M. Henderson, Sr., 
of the News, I. R. Obenchain, R. P. 
Pearse, Perkins J. Prewitt, J. H. 
Scruggs, Jr., Major Sumpter Smith, 
and a number of others. 

All seminar rooms at the Public Li- 
brary have been filled, several classes 
are held at Phillips High School, the 
First Methodist Church, Church of the 
Advent, and Bessemer, and one class 
has been opened at Mortimer Jordan 
High School. 

"Rapid expansion has made it diffi- 
cult to obtain satisfactory quarters for 
the classes," said Dr. Bathurst, "but if 
present plans develop successfully we 
hope to open up a branch of the col- 
lege in an easily accessible down- 
town building, this step will be taken 
very probably in the next few years.

As usual Auburn will put a heavy 
team on the field, one which is ex- 
pected to outweigh Southern several 
pounds per man.

A beautiful and most 
tender scene occurs between Christ 
and his mother; and the home of Mary 
and Martha is offered her, as her own. 

Act four shows Christ and the dis- 
ciples on their way to Jerusalem, as 
He weeps over the city, and sends 
two to engage a room for the last sup- 
per, and Judas again reproaches him 
for the extravagance of the "wasted 
ointment," and then turns away to 
meet those from whom he is to re- 
ceive the money for Christ's betrayal; 
while the other disciples go on to the 
city. 

The Last Supper has been the sub- 
ject of the work of several of the old 
world's best artists, and one of these 
was used as a model in the arrange- 
ment of this scene at Oberammagau. 
Christ bathes the disciples' feet, ad- 
ministers the sacrament, and admon-

The scene in the Garden of Geth- 
semane as the disciples try to get the 
meaning of Christ's conversation, and 
attempt unsuccessfully to remain 
awake and watch with Him, I could 
have wished had more closely shown 
the intimate little green garden one 
sees, even yet, in Jerusalem, but it 
seemed more what it was, a stage set- 
ting. 

Christ passes through His last agony 
of renunciation as the disciples fall 
asleep and Judas guides the armed 
band that hurries the Master away to 
Caiphas. The scenes of the shameful 
trails; of the evasion of authority by 
Roman and local rulers, and the final 
handing over to the mob; the weary, 
weary journey with the heavy cross, 
even the last moments on the cross 
all were accurately and convincingly 
portrayed. Too late Judas realizes 
that his betrayal is leading Christ to 
torture and death and when his frantic 
efforts to secure Christ's release by 
giving back the money are scorned, he 
throws the 30 pieces at their feet, 
rushes away and hangs himself. His 
role is perhaps the most dramatic and 
well given of any. 

The frenzied, picturesque mob ot

thai take Christ from the cross and 
lay him in the tomb of Joseph of 
Arimathea; the "Mother, behold your 
Bon" are all very impressive. When it 
i« all ended the audience of 4,000 peo- 
ple moves quietly and reverently 
away. 

I had never wanted to see the play, 
and had not believed it could be given 
in a sufficiently dignified and reverent 
way, with no touch of hysteria, but 
now I am very glad to have seen it." 



Dr. Jories Tells Of Old Southern At Greensboro 



"Athletics played no less a part in 
our college daye at old Southern Uni- 
versity than in those of today," said 
Dr. E. V. Jones, looking over Munger 
Bowl from his office in Science Hall.

An announcement of interest coming 
from the Dean's office is that concern- 
ing the Rhodes Scholarship appoint 
ment. 

The Rhodes award is a system of 
scholarships founded by the will of 
the late Cecil John Rhodes by which | 
selected students from the British Col- 
onies, Germany and the United States 
are entitled to three years' residence 
id study at the various colleges of 
Oxford University. England. 

Mr. Rhodes stated in his will that 
he did not desire mere "book worms" 
to enjoy the scholarship advantages, 
but that the students selected should 
be all-round men, of superior scholar- 
ship, athletic tastee, and high char- 
acter, and must be unmarried. The 
age limits set by the will were 19 to 
25, however, no one is eligible who is 
not at least a junior in college. 

Those interested in the scholarship 
should get in touch with the Dean at 
their earliest possible moment Xor 
approval of Southern capdidates are 
to be made by the faculty next week. 

This is necessary as applications for 
appointment to the scholarships are 
due to be filed with the acting commit- 
tee by October 18. The final election 
for those to enter Oxford in October 
1931 will be held in December. 

Heretofore each state has had the 
privilege of granting one scholarship. 
The old system of selection has been 
done away with and beginning this 
fall selection is to be made by dis- 
tricts. As many as four men can be 
selected from each district each year. 

Boys of Alabama desiring appoint- 
ment to the Rhodes scholarship must 
compete with other boys in their dis- 
trict which includes Alabama, Mis- 
Sisslppi, Louisiana, Texas, Oklahoma 
and Arkansas.

Contributes To September Issue 
"Student And Society" On 
Higher Education 

Students of Birmingham-Southern 
College should know of two articles 
pertaining to the college written by 
President Snavely and recently pub- 
lished in magazines. "Our Birmingham 
Southern." in the September 25th issue 
of The Alabama Christian Advocate, 
relates the foundation and history of 
Birmingham-Southern. 

Dr. Snavely tells of the old South- 
ern University in Greensboro, which 
was supported by the North Alabama 
Conference. Birmingham College was 
founded by the conference when it de- 
cided to withdraw its support from 
Southern University and establish a 
college Of its own. In 1918 the two in- 
stitutions were consolidated into Bir- 
mingham Southern College: the com- 
bined total of students then was 125. 
Dr. Snavely goes on to discuss the col- 
lege's development since that time, 
naming its supporters and benefactors 
and giving an account of the buildings 
which the college now comprises. 

The other article by Dr. Snavely, 
"Standardization and Flexibility in 
Higher Education," appeared in the 
September 23 issue of "School and So- 
ciety." The necessity for standardiza- 
tion in colleges and universities was 
stressed, and a comparison was made 
of the different degrees of standard- 
ization in the higher educational insti- 
tutions of America and those of Eng- 
land. 

President Snavley, in company with 
Dean Mead, attended the Diamond Ju 
bilee Celebration held by the Theta 
Chapter of the Phi Gamma Delta Sep- 
tember 26 at the University of Ala- 
bama. President Snavely and Dean 
Mead are both members of the society.

A new system which has recently 
been installed in the local library has 
proven helpful in eliminating confu- 
sion regarding reserve books. The 
color of the cards in the back of the 
books has a significance. If the card 
is gray, the book may be used only in 
the library building. For all books 
which may be taken out overnight, a 
red card is used. In the case of a blue 
card, the book may be kept out two or 
three days, depending upon the de- 
mand for the book. 

In contrast to the old system, pro- 
fessors have been asked to turn in to 
the librarian a list of books he wishes 
reserved for reference work. A dupli- 
cate of this list is kept both by the li- 
brarian and by the professor. By this 
method it is expected that less diffi- 
culty in securing books on the part of 
the students will result. 

In an effort to determine how many 
students are using the library, the li- 
brarians have been taking a census. 
That is, they have counted every per- 
son entering the library each day for 
several days. They have found that 
approximately four hundred students 
enter the building sometime during 
the day. A check is also being made 
on the number of books being used in 
the library, as well ao how many over- 
night, two or three days, and regular 
time books are being checked out. 

The books which the library has 
been able to purchase through the gift 
made by the Carnegie Foundation will 
soon be arriving. The professors 
have been getting together lists of 
books which they would like to have 
ordered. Some of these have been or- 
dered, and other lists are being turned 
in.

of England, corresponding to the N. S. 
F. A. in America, the Scottish universi- 
ties, and the National Union of Stu- 
dents of Germany. This will mark the 
first year that a debating team has 
been brought to the states from a non- 
English speaking country. The de- 
baters will, however, use English as 
their medium. 

The questions for debate were pro- 
posed by the visiting teams in large 
numbers, and a committee of coacheB 
made a selection of four or five ques- 
tions upon which the teams will be 
prepared to debate. Such questions 
as: "That Great Britain should im- 
mediately grant Dominion Status to 
India," and "That the emergence of 
women from the home is a regrettable 
feature of modern life" will be de- 
bated by the Cambridge team. 

The German team will discuss such 
questions as: "That the Young Plan 
cannot be the final settlement of the 
reparations problem," and "That the 
foreign indictment of American cul- 
ture is justified." The Scottish team 
will meet Bates College in a special 
debate over the National Radio Broad- 
casting Company on the question, 
"That frugality s not a virtue." Their 
other questions deal with nationalism, 
democracy, and mechanical progress. 
Taking a divided position, the English 
Universities Team will discuss the 
resolution: "That this House deplores 
the increase of Socialism in the mod- 
ern world." They will also consider 
the tariff problem, the machine age, 
and the Federation of Europe. 

John M. MacCormiCk of Glasgow 
University, on the Scottish teams, has 
carved for himself a prominent posi- 
tion in public life at the age of 25, 
having organized the Scottish Nation- 
alist Association, which came within 
66 votes of defeating Stanley Baldwin 
with its candidate. MacCormick is 
known as 'King John," and is the 
first Nationalist Parliamentary can- 
didate to be adopted in Scotland. Hie 
colleague is from Edinburgh, where 
he held many student offices, and 
took a leading part in sports.

Olaf Collier Gives Vivid Account Of Summer Geology Field Trip In The Wisconsin Dells 



Well, this is how it happened: Re- 
port of a Geology field trip taken by 
William C. Hamilton and the writer 
in Wisconsin this summer. 

The trip really began with the two 
of us getting off the train at Devil's 
Lake Station. The station is at the 
south end of the lake; the camp was 
supposed to be at the north end. 
Foolishly enough, we walked over to 
some houses which nestled at the edge 
of the lake almost a half mile away 
— and on the south end. 

No one knew the location of the 
camp. Then began the trek of a mile 
and a half, back to the railroad and to 
the north end of the lake. To make 
a heartrending walk more hilarious, a 
brace of heavy handbags dragged and 
thumped along as sole companions. 

At last the lights along the north 
end — oh yes it was dark by that time 
—hove into sight. Ah, a good night's 



rest well earned. Yeah, but with ev- 
ery move it seemed to fade farther 
away. After another half mile and a 
half hour had been frittered away, 
the information that the camp should 
be at the top of Lynx Mound was ob- 
tained. 

A short walk stretched into a long 
one as fruitless peering to the sides 
of the road proved the countryside 
therabouts destitute of the Iowa 
Geology Camp. A walk back to the 
lakeshore served to account for an- 
other mile. Two handbags fell from 
our arms. Then came still another 
mile to a hotel and Morpheus. 

Twelve o'clock the next day saw 
the return trip to a delightful spot 
where a sextet of tents were beginning 
to go up. Work, six hours of it. 

The next day saw the starting out 
from camp. Orders: East Bluff, gen- 
eral reconnoisance. There, we got 



our first general view of our sur- 
roundings. 

A lake, roughly oval in shape, nes- 
tled in a water-gap formed no one- 
knows-how-many millions of years ago. 
On both sides towered almost verti- 
cal bluffs of red quartzite, four to five 
hundred feet of huge red blocks. And 
at the south end was another. 

To the north and to the south of the 
East Bluff were low-flung, slightly 
rolling lands, varied here and there 
by the wide sweeps of the Baraboo 
and the Wisconsin rivers respectively. 

Far below, over rock-sterewn 
stretches, on top of the D. T. M. (the 
T. M. stands for terminal moraine), 
adjacent to the Baraboo Golf Course, 
was snugly fitted a cluster of white 
tents, the camp. 

Three weeks of walking and riding, 
one only of the latter. Some days 
the walking trips ayeraged twenty 



miles (by a pedometer) of continuous 
up-and-down; some only averaged fif- 
teen. From seven to five, with an 
hour out for the daily two sand- 
wiches, two pickles, and bar of choco- 
late. Try that on your reducing. 

The nights were cold, awfully cold, 
and non-freezable-blooded mosquitoes, 
defying the wintry ultimatum, made 
hash of tender flesh. The days were 
hot, causing streamlets of perspira- 
tion to vie with the streams put there 
by nature. 

The brightest light of the three 
weeks was the trip through the Dells 
of the upper Wisconsin River. The 
Dells is probably the most beautiful 
spot in the entire section. It is close- 
ly rivaled by the beauties of the Pee- 
wit's Nest and several of the glens 
which abound at the base of the quart- 
zite mountains. 

Durward's Glen is a Catholic shrine, 
the home of a family of artists who 



have made of it a fit setting for 
Shakespeare's "Sermons in stones." 
Oh, yes, though staunch Methodists, 
Billy and I stuck our unwary heads 
into this stronghold of the Papacy. 
But we got several eyefuls of as pret- 
ty scenery as one could desire by the 
doing of it. 

After breaking camp at Baraboo. the 
party spent one week in Mt. Horeb, in 
the lead and zinc district. Most of the 
work there was routine and the scen- 
ery monotonous after the paradise 
(and purgatory) of the Devil's Lake 
region. 

Now that the trip is over and the 
drudgery of school is settling like a 
pall over my brain, I am often to be 
found sighing for another course of its 
kind, regardless of the groaning and 
moaning that marked the weary road 
of toll. Now only the bright spots 
are visible and the darker side is cov 
ered by the veil

In a special meeting of thirty-six 
leaders from various campua activities 
Saturday morning, October 11, Dr. 
Snavely announced tentative plans for 
the annual revival to be held on the 
campus early in December. Services 
will be held in chapel every morning 
and at McCoy Memorial Church every 
evening for a week. Other group 
gervices will doubtless be arranged 
for the afternoons. The student lead- 
ers selected by Dr. Snavely will be 
largely responsible for planning and 
arranging the revival. 

This is a new idea for Birmingham- 
Southern, and was decided upon in a 
conference between J. N. Culbreth, of 
the Southern Methodist Board of Edu- 
cation, and President Snavely. In 
previous years all plans have been in 
accordance with the wishes of the 
administration without special con- 
sideration of the students. Lack of 
co-operation has alwaye resulted. 

"The age of a paternalistic relation 
between the old and the new genera- 
tions has ended," Mr. Culbreth said 
in an address to the students as- 
sembled in conference.

Dr. Evans Announces Tryouts 
Be Held Soon 



President Guy E. Snavely will again 
serve on the National Advisory Com- 
mittee for the League of Nations Con- 
tests of 1930, at the invitation of 
Chairman Duggan, according to the 
announcement received from the pres- 
ident's office. 

Dr. Snavely states that the aim of 
the committee is to inspire confidence 
in the minds of local teachers and to 
sponsor the contests as national 
events. 

The educational committee of the 
association is planning to give the 
high school examination for the fifth 
time and also inaugurate a thesis con- 
test fot students at colleges and uni- 
versities. Contests for students at 
normal schools and colleges will also 
be repeated. 

Increasing Interest has been shown 
in these contests each year. Last 
year 1,318 high schools registered for 
the examination and 9,384 copies of 
the official text book were distributed. 
Birmingham high schools that have 
participated in the previoup contests 
will probably enter again this year. 
The registration of 326 students in the 
Normal school contest represented 87 
states. 

The success of the contests over a 
period of years has proved them an es- 
tablished method of increasing knowl. 
edge about the League of Nations in 
the schools of this country.

Dr. Bowling Barnes Wins Phy- 
sics Award of Year's 
Study In Germany 

Dr. R. Bowling Barnes, graduate of 
Birmingham Southern College in the 
class of 1925, has gained national fame 
in the field of physics, having been 
awarded the International Research 
Fellowship which entitles him to a 
year's study at the Physikalisches In- 
stitute of the University of Berlin. 

Many Birmingham Southern alumni 
have gained prominence, but few have 
gained it so rapidly as has Dr. Barnes. 
He is now studying under Prof. M. 
Czerny, one of the world's most fa- 
mous physicists. He began his re- 
search at the University of Berlin this 
fall. 

While in Birmingham Southern. 
Barne's favorite subjects were Latin, 
English, maethematics and French. It 
was not until he had graduated that 
he decided to enter the field of 
physics. He held the Hopkins scholar- 
ship at Baltimore for two years and 
the Quincy scholarship in physics for 
two years. Although he has been in 
Johns Hopkins for four years, for two 
of which he was a junior instructor.

Dr. Snavely introduced 
to the assembly Mr. Stansell, pastor 
of the Avondale Methodist Church.

WHEN the Methodists of the North 
Alabama Conference decided to 
establish their owp educational insti- 
tution, Birmingham was selected as 
the site for the proposed campus. Bir- 
mingham was at that time desirous of 
having a college. As an inducement, 
the city gave the North Alabama Con- 
ference fifty-six acres of land. This 
land was well suited for a college. In 
the fall of 1897 the foundations for 
the first building were laid. The col- 
lege was opened in 1898. 

The North Alabama Conference had 
formerly been a part of the Alabama 
Conference. After the Northern Con- 
ference was formed, it aided the Ala- 
bama Conference's college, Southern 
University, at Greensboro. Later dis- 
agreements caused the two Confer- 
ences to divide. Thm the North Ala- 
bama Conference College (later Bir 
College) was founded. Fi-

The guests were seated in fours, and were consolidated. The new college 



took the name of both of its predeces- 
sor*, It wae called Birmingham- 
Southern College. In 1922, Dr. Guy 
E Snavery became president. 

Prior to Dr. Snavely's presidency, 
Birmingham-Southern had several 



buildings. Owen Hall, which occupied 
the ground where Munger Memorial 
now is, was opened in 1898. The next 
large building was constructed in 
1916. This building was Science Hall. 
A Dean's House was finished in 1921. 
There were also smaller buildings of 
a temporary nature. The campus 
grounds had been Increased to ninety- 
five acres. 

The development of Birmingham- 
Southern has been more rapid since 
Dr. Snavely has been president. The 
M. Paul Phillips Library was erected 
in 1923. Recently its equipment hae 
been greatly increased by a $25,000 
donation from the Carnegie Founda- 
tion. 

The President's House was built in 
1924. In the Autumn of 1925 the Stu- 
dent Activities Building was com- 
pleted. In 1928, over Owen Hall's for- 
mer location, Munger Memorial Hall 
was constructed. This building ie the 
finest structure on the hill. 

Several smaller buildings including 
three dormitories and a central heat- 
ing plant, have been constructed. 
Munger Bowl was recently built. Ad- 
ditions to the campus grounds have 
raised the total number of acres to 
125. 



Plans for the editing of La Revue, 
annual year book of Birmingham-

Psychology Department, was present 
as the speaker of the evening.

At Williamsburg, Virginia, stands 
William and Mary College. This is 
the oldest co-educational college in 
the world. Girls' school have their 
place, hut for the average girl co- 
education is natural and far more 
beneficial than the cloistered halls of 
a "Female Seminary." 

Preeminent, to most of us, among 
the activities which only men can 
bring to a school, is football. 

Several nights ago I was clinging 
to a fence in the last moments of a 
football game, weak with excitement 
and near to tears. Those about me 
and the substitutes were in the same 
state of mind. Fall of a strange feel- 
ing of kinship — of comradeship — of 
being "in the fight." I turned to my 
girl friend. "Oh Ruth, aren't you glad 
we're not away at some girls' school 
massing all of this?" 

What "this" was cannot be clearly 
explained. The social life of the 
whole world depends upon the ming- 
ling of men and women in a con- 
genial, unself conscious manner. If a 
girl spends her formative years talk 
ing to girls, dancing with girls, going 
places with girls, will she be prepared 
to do the same things with men? Her 
only preparation, if any, will be se- 
cured through novels and "movies." 

Competition sharpens wits, but par- 
ticularly it makes a girl feel 
the honor of her sex at stake. In a 
mathematics class the superior atti- 
tude of boys is enough to arouse any 
girl. Science, too, boys consider as- 
s"gned to them. 

A generation or so ago men might 
talk to women about only trifling mat- 
ters. Now men and women are con 
versational equals. They study the 
same subjects, read the same books, 
and think along the same line. 

The greatest promoter for honest 
thinking is the school which lets boys 
and girls think together. Love storieo 
or psychology courses cannot teach a 
girl the masculine viewpoint. Only 
actual experience, which the intelli- 
gent girl can find daily in her clasa 
room discussion, teaches her this. 

Over-shadowing all of these, co- 
education gives her a normal attitude 
toward men. The most dangerous re- 
sult of girls' schools is the strange 



unnatural spotlight thrown upon the 
opposite sex. 

What chance has a girl had to know 
men as a co-ed knows them? To work 
beside them in laboratories, to laugh 
at the same iokes and yell at the same 
football games? What has she known 
of their moods, their likes and dis- 
l'kes, their sensitive points? She has 
m'ssed a wonderful comradeship, not 
with just one man, but with many. 

Men and women are meant to grow 
up together. If they must ever mingle 
they should do so in the growing im- 
pressionable period of their lives. Our 
school years are years of preparation. 
How can they prepare us for the 
world by shutting off half of it? 

Co-educatfon is natural. It is pro- 
gressive. It is broadening. In its 
added enjoyment, mental stimulation 
and development of the right attitude 
toward men, it is the only education 
for the average girl.

The conference will be opened by 
its chairman.

For two years Birmingham-Southern 
has had a foreign-exchange student; 
in 1929 we had a student in France. 
Howard Draper stayed abroad a year, 
then came back to Southern, where he 
is now teaching and studying further. 
The first student from abroad was 
Jean Pierre Prodeavond of Switzer- 
land, and the second, Victor Schaf- 
ranek from Vienna, Austria. 

To apply for such a scholarship, the 
applicant must: 

(1) Be a citizen of the United 
States; 

(2) At time of application be col- 
lege graduate or senior; 

(3) Be of good moral character 
and intellectual ability and of 
suitable personality; 

(3) Present certificate of good 
health; 

(5) Possess ability for independ- 
ent study and research; and 

(6) Have practical reading, writ- 
ing and speaking knowledge 
of the language of instruction 
in the particular country. 

Fellowships are not limited to men 
or women, and preference is given to 
applicants under 30 years of age. As 
a rule, the scholarship or fellowship 
provides for tuition, board and lodg- 
ing, but the student must defray his 
own traveling expenses. Steamship 
lines offer reduced rates. All applica- 
tions must be in before February 1.

Of Non-Fiction 
Books To Library 

Criticism On Conrad, Bennett, 
Wells and Galsworthy 
Among Additions 

E. M. Forster's popular "Aspects of 
the Novel" has recently been added to 
the library shelves. His book was 
published in 1927 and treats seven as- 
pects of the novel: story, people, plot, 
fantsy, prophecy, pattern, and rythm. 
Forster was made famous by his travel 
book, "A Passage to India." 

Other popular books have been added 
to the library. "The Real Situation in 
Russia." written by Leon Trotsky of 
the Central Committee, and translated 
into English by Max Eastman, is a 
vivid picture of political and social 
conditions in Russia. "Books as Win- 
dows." by the much-loved author of 
"Adventures in Reading," May Lam- 
berton Becker, is now in the library. 
The book was published in 1929. 

Four books published this year have 
been added. Probably the most popu 
?ar. especially in this country and 
France, is Andre Lafoud's "Impres- 
sions of America," which won the 
Strassburger Prize in France. It is 
very interesting as a foreigner's im- 
pressions, gathered from a tour of the 
United States, and it contains some 
things that many Americans do not 
know. The book is translated into 
English bv Lawrence Riesner. 

In "Four Contemporary Novelists," 
Wilbur L. Cross has blended the bio- 
graphical with the critical on Conrad, 
Arnold Bennett, Galsworthy, and H. G. 
Wells. Cross' position as editor of the 
Yale Review makes him very compe- 
tent in writing such a book. 

"Personalities in American Art," by 
W. Franklyn Paris, is a short appre- 
ciation of-the most famous American 
artists of the past. Whistler, Saltus. 
and Ogilvie are three of those treated 
by Paris. 

Barrington Hall's "Modern Conver- 
sation" is a valuable work to those 
who wish to know more about modern 
American English. It contains some- 
what of an analysis of correct and in- 
correct usages and gives valuable in- 
structions on correct conversation.

As a part of the celebration of the 
tm hundred and fiftieth anniversary 
of the founding of the city of Ne« 
Rrnravick X J - 50 Rutgers students 
STSS the famous Rutger-Prince- 
ton battle of 18«9, the first intercol- 
legiate football game ever staged. This 
noved grid tilt will take place on Neil- 
son Field, which is less than a hun 
dred yards from College Field, the 
scene of the first encounter. 

Tbe rule* that governed the original 
game will be need and the spectators 
as well as the players will be dressed 
in the costumes of IMS- In those days 
the teams were a great deal larger 
than thev are today, so 25 men will 
plav on each side. Two member.? of 
each team were selected to play im- 
mediately in front of tbe opponent s 
goal, these men being known as the 
captains of the enemy's goal. 

The remainder of the team was di- 
vided into two groups, one of which 
was assigned to certain parte of the 
field which they were to cover and 
were not to leave. They were known 
as "fielders." The other section fol- 
lowed the bayy tn every play, and were 
called "bulldogs." Tbe original game 
started almost the same way a modern 
gridiron encounter begin, a flip of the 
coin determining the choice of goals 
and then the ball is kicked into play. 

The old rules included that the field 
most be 260 feet long and 225 feet 
wide; the goal should be 24 feet wide; 
no holding of the ball or free kicks 
were allowed.— The Pennsylvanian.

Famous Chemist To Speak At 
Tutwiler Hotel Tues., 
November 25th 

Dr. William McPherson, Dean of the 
Graduate School of Ohio State Uni- 
versity, will be a visitor to the chemio- 
istry association of Birmingham No- 
vember 25th. 

Dr. McPherson is one of the most 
famous chemists and teachers in the 
United States. He received hia de- 
grees, B.Sc, M.Sc, D.Sc, at Ohio 
State, his P.Hd. was given from the 
University of Chicago on a phase of 
Organic Chemistry. His LYD. was 
awarded at Wittenburg College. In 
1929-30, he was president of the 
American Chemical Society. He is a 
member of Deutsche Chemische Ges- 
ellst'aft, American Academy for the 
Advancement of Science, Executive 
Committee National Research Council, 
and the American Chemical Society. 

He has recorded his work in the 
form of books. Dr. McPherson is the 
author of five widely-used chemistry 
texts: "Elementary Study of Chemis- 
try," "First Course in Chemistry," "A

istry and Its Uses" (with Wm. E. Hen- 
derson) and "Laboratory Manuals."

College Library 

Traced Back To 

Civil War Days 

The present library building has 
been in use six years. Some of the 
books were collected about seventy 
years ago. There was a small library 
at Southern University in 1859. At 
Birmingham College in 1898 students 
had their library. In 1918 the two 
chools consolidated; so did the li- 
braries. Gifte and purchases increased 
its size. Soon a new building was 
needed for the collection. 

Dr. Snavely in 1922 Teceived for the 
college a gift of $25,000 from a Bir- 
mingham man. The money was to be 
spent on a library building. Work 
was begun in the fail of that year. 
The M. Paul Phillips Library was ded- 
icated in November, 1923. The name 
was a choice of the trustees. It was 
a recognition to its donor, the late M. 
Paul Phillips. In that year many vol- 
umes were given by friends of the col- 
lege. The most recent gift to the li- 
bary is a sum of $25,000. This is

Many Colleges Abandon Hazing; 
Enforce Rat Rules By 
Cooperation 

All over the world during the past 
few hectic weeks, the Class of 1934 
has found itself alternately paddled 
and patted on the back. It has been 
deluged with advice from deans and 
from seasoned upperclassmen about 
where to eat and what courses not to 
take. 

A few important facts stand out 
from the whirl, the first is that there 
are more freshmen than ever this 
year. Colleges in the middle west 
and on the Pacific Coast note that 
the business depression did not have 
its expected effect on the enrollment, 
as the class of 1934 will probably be 
larger than any previous one. 

The attitude toward freshman haz- 
ing seems to be changing gradually. 
At the University of West Virginia, 
the Student Council has officially 
abolished hazing, and has provided in- 
stead for a Freshman Court to work 
with the Traditions Committee in en- 
forcing freshman customs. Whicli 
means that freshman rules are under 
the charge of a definite group, and 
not any upperclassmen (sophomores 
being traditionally the most ardent) 
cares to take a hand. Bucknell has 
gone still farther, and is attacking not 
only hazing, but the freshman tradi- 
tions themselves. In a letter to the 
editor of the "Bucknellian" of Sep- 
tember 18, a freshman declares: "I 
have not come here to revert to the 
antics of my pre-school days. . . My 
purpose is and has got to be serious." 
And this attitude is supported in an 
editorial in the same issue which de- 
nounces the time-honored green caps 
and compulsory acrobatics as "silly 
and childish." 

But hazing is still far from a lost 
art. At Park College, "originality 
and humiliation" are still the purpose 
of the freshman rules. "The Trojan" 
(University of Southern California) 
describes "some new and particularly 
effective ways of making the frosh re- 
spect their university," ranging from 
freshman tree-sitting contests to re- 
moving painted remarks from the side- 
walks with only "bricks and elbow- 
grease." At Creighton, the freshman 
wears a green cap with a bright red 
bill; at the University of Wichita, 
garters with socks thaf do not match. 
The student iu Holland who is a can- 
didate for one of the University corps 
must shave hsi head and enter bis 
clubroom by the window. The new 
corps member, needless to say, is 
easily recognizable for several months. 

An interesting device for helping 
the bewildered newcomer is the "Har- 
vard Crimson's" Confidential Guide to 
Courses, which is a really frank ap- 
praisal from the student's viewpoint, 
of the value and interest of various 
fields of study. As a "Crimson" edi- 
torial puts it, "The faculty is amply 
represented in the catalogue and the 
various conferences with instructors. . . 
This is a defined undergrad opinion. 
It offers a means of ascertaining just 
how well the various instructors ac- 
complish their aims as teachers." On^ 
has a mental picture of the Harvard

The annual cry for peace that arises 
with the opening of the college year 
has once more begun. A practice 
that is soon to become a tradition, 
every year new provisions are made 
to disseminate anti-chauvenistic feel- 
ings among university and college stu- 
dents. This year three universities 
received the Fidac Peace Medal for 
"distinguished accomplishment in the 
cause of peace," and at the same time 
Columbia has announced a new course 
in "Education and International Prob- 
lems and Values" to promote an un- 
derstanding of the methods of obtain- 
ing world peace. 

On the heels of this comes the an- 
nouncement that several American 
diplomats are convinced that another 
European war is brewing.

The same futility that has attended 
all academic discussion of war prob- 
lems will apparently be the fate of 
the present optimistic gestures. Italy 
rattles her sword under the nose of 
France, who retaliates with ostenta- 
tious war games on the Italian bor- 
ber. Germany and Russia too indulge 
in their share of blustering. From all 
external appearances, Europe will 
again be shocked with the news that 
the cannons are again roaring. The 
aspect is not a cheerful one, yet it 
seems inevitable in these times when 
even disarmament conferences almost 
end in a war.

quarter, while Howard was on the de- 
fensive. Fifteen of the 17 first downs 
were rolled up in the last period. Jim- 
my Jones, Coach Englebert's shifty 
quarter, ran by Howard's flankmen in 
great style.

With an audience of five hundred students half filling Munger Memorial 
auditorium, Octavus Roy Cohen, one of the nation's greatest authors of today, 
made his annual lecture debut Wednesday morning, December 3rd, at Bir- 
mingham-Southern College. 

"The writing profession is the clean 
est and pleasantest profession one 
could follow," said Mr. Cohen. "It per- 
mits one to regulate his income by his 
own efforts, to chose his own hours 
for working, and to select his labora- 
tory — which is where one happens to 
be." 

But it is by no means as easy as so 
commonly considered. The doctor 
spends eight or ten years in preparing 
himself for his work; the lawyer, the 
engineer and the banker spend tedious 
years before they achieve success. It 
is the same with the writer, who often 
writes for years before gaining recog- 
nition. Joseph Hergesheimer wrote 
for seven years before selling a story. 
Cohen himself received rejection slips 
one hundred and thirty times before 
marketing his first story. 

"The writer is not a genius. He is 
a man whose only talent may be a tiny 
spark of drama and the ability to see 
a story in a trivial incident that others 
would pass by. But he must be a 
worker. He must stick to his type- 
writer in the face of discouragement 
and work the harder. That is the 
essence of the professional writer

U. of Minnesota Breaks Away 
From "One-College" Plan 
For Students 

(N. F. S. A. News Service) 

As another step toward developing 
the needs of the individual student of 
exceptional ability, the administration 
of the University of Minnesota has 
instituted an experiment to be known 
as the "omnibus college" this year. 

Heretofore, students registering at 
any college of the university, were 
obliged to fulfill the prescribed curri- 
culum of that college, not being per- 
mitted to select electives In any other 
college. Some students found that 
their objective demanded that they 
take courses in several different col- 
leges, and that their college work 
was seriously hampered by this ruling. 

The "omnibus college" has been 
established with the purpose of giving 
more freedom to the exceptionally in- 
telligent student, who knows what he 
wants, and has a definite objective 
in mind, according to Dr. John T. 
Tate, professor of physics, chairman 
of the committee of 22 campus educa 
tors who are directing this college.

annual questionnaire submitted to the 
new men by The Daily Princetonian. 

In voting the Phi Beta Kappa key 
more desirable than a major athletic 
letter by a vote of 330 to 228, the 
classmen of '34 reversed the decision 
made by the 1933 group last year, 
though following Princeton senior 
classes, which for years have con- 
sistently voted the scholastic award 
more valuable than the athletic in- 
signia. 

A meagre 21 vote were cast nega- 
tively regarding participation in extra- 
curricular activities, while 553 men 
voted "yes." The Princeton Triangle 
Club, dramatic organization, apparent- 
ly is considered the most worthwhile 
activity. Tennis came second, while 
The Daily Princetonian ranked third. 

Only 470 answered the question "Do 
you drink?" Of that number 259 an- 
swered "yes" and 211 "no." Some 324 
smoke, while 250 do not. 

The university's name attracted 
many, stating they came to Princeton 
primarily to receive an education 
though 232 came because of "Prince- 
ton's name and reputation." Some 
listed "contacts and social advant- 
ages," and 105 "family tradition." 

Eighty-nine different answers were 
received to the question "What quali- 
ties do you consider essential in the 
ideal girl?" Beauty led with 389 votes, 
followed by brains, personality and 
good figure.

English Debaters Have Jolly Sense Of Humor And Think Americans Copy The English

An Englishman, I had always 
thought, was a peculiar type of 
fashion plate which spent all Satur- 
day laughing at the jokes the 
preacher had pulled the Sunday be- 
fore. I thought that — until I met some 
really live students from England. 

Mr. N. C. Oatridge, Cambridge de- 
bater, was emphatic on the keenness 
of the English sense of humor. "I 
can ever understand all points of 
American vaudeville," he modestly 
acknowledged. "Furthermore, I can 
occasionally bring forth a joke of my 
own. 

"But seriously, I suppose you want 
to know what I think of America. 
Well, I'll tell you. Americans, who 
cherish the idea of being ultra-mod- 
ern, are the conservative element of 
the English race. I came to America 
to see American architecture, to hear 
American songs, to observe American 
schools. But I find none of these. I 
find, instead, a mere imitation of that 
which Is English. You copy our 
architecture. Your songa are taken 
from ours. Your schools are our 
schools on a small scale. In the de- 
signing of our educational buildings, 
we are at present leaning toward the 
modernistic. But you, who are con- 
servative, continue to build accord- 
ing to the old style. It Is Greav 



Britian, not America, that is modern.' 

"But do you find Americans terribly 
vulgar?" I asked him. 

"No, not vulgar. But you have no 
culture. America has been too busy 

to develop her culture. She has ex- 
ploited her energy in laying open 
her resources. As yet, she has not 
taken the time to attain a fineness 
which could be considered national 
culture." 

"Do you have difficulty in under- 
standing our speech?" I asked. 

"Well, there are a few minor dif- 
ferences. The most striking feature 
of the language of the United States 
is the varied pronunciation that ex- 
ists in different sections. In Eng- 
land, the educated class speaks one 
dialect. But there is no pure English 
language. We, like you, clutter up 
our speech with slang." 

"But tell me," I said, "is it true that 
you say 'Bally' and 'Bah Jove'?" 

"Well, I should say not. Our slang 
is healthy. And we cuss just like 
you do." 

"There is one thing that I have al- 
ways wanted to know, Mr. Oatridge. 
Do Cambridge boys wear Oxford 
bags?" 

He looked at me depreciatingly. 
"No, Oxford is not to be considered — 
though Oxford men aren't so bad 
when they forget themselves. I con- 
fess that Oxford has the prestige. 



Rut Cambridge is surpassing Oxford 
in every way, athletics included." 




From these, and similar remarks, I 
conceived the idea that between Ox- 
ford and Cambridge exists a spirit 
not unlike the Howard-Southern 
friendship. 

"But what about women at Cam- 
bridge?" I wanted to know. 

"That's another thing. At Cam 
bridge, there are only five hundred 
women students — a very small per- 
centage. Because of entrance re- 
strictions, only women of extremely 



high intellects are admitted. They 
are, I might say, the typical English 
Blue Stockings. For this reason, the 
tradition exists that university 

women are destitute of charm. Which 

reminds me that I consider your co- 
educational system a joke. Your 
schools to me seem more like matri- 
monial bureaus than educational in- 
stitutions — though statistics, I confess, 
do not agree with my sentiment. At 
Cambridge, when I wish the com- 
panionship of the ladies, I go to Lon- 
don or to friends in the country. But 
here — ," and he smiled. "I believe 
your co-eds are different from ours." 

That seemed to be all. I turned 
to the smiling Mr. Albert Holdsworth. 

"And what do you think?" I asked 
him. 

"I think what he thinks," he said, 
"I like what he likes, and I enjoy 
what he enjoys. But if you must 
know, I could tell you that I have 
been impressed by American iced 
water, American central beating sys- 
tems, American spittoons, and Amer- 
ican co-eds." 

I laughed. One always laughs — at 
least, one always looks happy — when 
talking with the foreign debating 
team. If Cambridge men are typical 
Englishmen, I like Englishmen. I am 
told that Mr. Oatridge, in his delight- 
ful fashion, remarked, "I came to

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Englishman Amused 
At (J. S. Concept Of 
Typical Britisher 

Cambridge Debater Discusses 
Sports, Writers, Speech 
And Education

a-THOUGH there is quite a differ- 

* ence in our speech and manner, 
yet I suppose you have noticed that we 
are nothing like the sort of person 
you are accustomed to think of as typ- 
ical Englishmen." 

The speaker was none other than 
Mr. N. C. Oatridge, the interesting de- 
bater from Cambridge, and he was 
surrounded by a group of admiring 
students. The Southern debate was 
concluded, and we had adjourned to 
Mary Mabry's studio, just before 
Christmas. 

"I was very amused," continued Mr. 
Oatridge, "to find in one of your mo- 
tion pictures out West, that the Eng- 
lish are still portrayed as the 'Bah- 
Jove' and "I-say-old-bean-ripping-eh- 
what?' type." 

Of course, we were vitally interested 
in learning the impression our guest 
had received from American football, 
and the real differences between our 
game and the popular English game, 
Rugby. 

"American football." replied Mr. 
Oatridge to this query, "seems to me 
a bit too organized; but it is an inter- 
esting game to watch, and is more 
colorful than la Rugby. We have no 
organ'zed pep squads, cheerleaders, or 
the like, but the enthusiasm is there 
ju-3t the same. 

"Tlie fundamental differences of the 
games are not many. In Rugby, the 
ball may be passed as many times as 
one wishes, but always he must pass 
it behind him. The uniforms are dif- 
ferent in every way, protective cloth- 
ing being extremely scanty. The 
players have no shoulder guards (is 
that what you call them?), nor do they 
wear the heavy trousers as your men 
do." 

Our guest atsured us. however, that 
the English game was thoroughly as 
rough as the American. 

•What do you think of our modern 
writer-;?" I asked. 

"I am not familiar with very many, 
only the more popular ones." He men- 
tioned Sinclair Lewis, Phillip Holmes, 
Upton Sinclair, and Fannie Hurst. 

"Zane Grey gives an exciting picture 
of the West." continued Mr. Oatridge. 
"I am pleased to notice that P. G. 
Wodehouse, one of our humorous writ- 
ers, is popular over here." 

At this point, the debater opened a 
bright silver cigarette case, and drew 
out a cigarette. Someone, noticing the 
unfamiliar brand, inquired: 

"Can one obtain the same brands 
in England a>3 in America; for in- 
stance, could one purchase a Lucky 
Strike or Camel?" 

"In very few cases," was the reply. 
"As a rule, the brands are entirely 
d fferent. Certain Americans have 
•stablished their manufacture in 
France, but England has remained 
thus far almost exclusively for English 
goods." 

When asked about the English sys- 
tem of education, Mr. Oatridge replied 
that to describe it in full would re- 
quire no les-s than two weeks. 

"Our system of education is so com- 
plicated that it is really hard to de- 
scribe it comprehensively. The public 
schools are in reality the most ex- 
clusive private schools." 

We had quite a discussion as to 
the question of England's having the 
greatest system of colonization. Our 
loyal American pleaded that America 
had done only a small fractional 
amount of colonization compared with 
Great Britain's experience. Mr. Oat- 
ridge pointed to the success of Eng- 
land's present system, and assured us 
England's statesmen were naturally 
endowed with the knack of coloniza- 
tion. 

Our guest was quite amused at the 
Southern drawl, and we had a jolly 
time contrasting the differences in 
pronunciation of certain words. "The 
speech of your Northerners differs 
very little from the English, but in 
] the South, I find it vastly so." 



"Our Cambridge Debating Society 
is not sponsored by the University at 
all. Men interested in debating ( who 
are very few in number*, may attend 




a meeting of the forensic society If 
able to catch the speaker's eye. he 
signifies his desire to address the as- 
sembly. Whereupon, fhe president 
bows to him and surrenders the floor. 
If the newcomer proves to.be a good 
speaker, he is asked to appear on sev- 
eral programs along with other men, 
and soon will be in a position to be 
elected secretary. From the office of 
secretary, he is automaticaly promoted 
io the office of president. It is left 
with the president to appoint members 
of the debate team from an assembly 
of about thirty men. The debate team 
is likely to receive an invitation to 
tour abroad. In such a case, the tour 
would be sponsored not by the Uni- 
versity, but by the debating society." 

Mr. Oatridge's versatility seemingly 
knows no bounds. Besides an excellent 
debater, a good conversationalist, and 
the possessor of rare wit, he is an 
ardent student of Theology.

Upon his back were his three 
best suits; in his hands were two 
suitcases, filled with personal belong- 
ings. Nonchalantly, he directed the 
disordered mob in forming a bucket 
brigade to put out the fire. Thus 
it is due to Mr. Matthews' presence 
of mind that Middle Hall has lasted 
to such a ripe old age. 

Later on, a dining hall was placed 
in the basement of the structure. 
About this time an inspiration burst 
upon certain members of the football 
team that here was afforded the chaxit 
able and missionary opportunity for 
slinging eoup and pitching buns to 
starving students. According, such 
high lights of Southern history as 
"Baby" Childs, "T&ters" Etheridge, 
Frank Allen, John King and Jack 
Finney became official "Knights of the 
Dining Hall. This practice was con- 



tinued until somebody thought up the 
idea of a cafeteria.

"How do you make your point 01 

contact?" 

"When interviewing a person, act 
as if you were at a party. Try to 
make the interview-ee do all the talk- 
ing, for you are there to find out all 
you can about him." 

"Do you think writers are born or 



made?" 

"I think writers are born. There is 
no school for making writers, although 
the art of writing may be cultivated. 
Writing is a gift wherein the writer 
portrays his individuality. I would ad- 
vse anyone who wishes to make journ- 
alism a profession to study it and to 
learn certain fundamental facts about 

it. 

"Tact and sense of humor are the 
greatest assets to an interviewer. The 
newspaper interviewer who knows 
what questions to ask an interview-ee, 
what to write, and how to write it, 
has graduated from the school of in- 
terviewing with first honors. 

"One of the first interviews with a 

real celebrity that I ever had was with 
the beautiful Emma Eames, a Metro- 
politan Opera Prima Donna Soprano. 
The day after the interview appeared, 
she called me over the phone to come 



to see her at her hotel. I was scared 
pink! I thought I had done something 

terrible! You see, I was very young 
then and awfully green at interview- 
ing. Imagine my delight when I knock- 
ed at the door of her apartment! She 
greeted me herself and threw her arms 
around me, and exclaimed, 'I have or- 
dered one hundred and fifty copies of 
your interview and I'm sending them 
to my friends. You are the only news- 
paper person who has ever written an 
interview with me that was satisfac- 
tory.' 

"Tact ana more tact, I should say, 
is the very essence of good inter- 
viewing. An interviewer cannot al- 
ways tell all the truth about certain 
people. That would be untactful, but 
he can tell the truth as far as he 
wants to and be tactful enough to 
leave the other out. That** the Idea. 
Do you see what I mean? 



"All of us have something in our 
lives that we wouldn't want to be 
aired to the world." 

"What type of people do you like 
most to interview," I asked. 

"Theatre people. I have found that 
actors are the most appreciative; how- 
ever, ministers are very enthusiastic 
about the stories they tell. 

"One of the high-lights of my ca- 
reer began with an interview of Rob- 
ert Mantell on his plays of Shake- 
speare. 

"I found an interesting story from 
Elizabeth Risdom who recently played 
in Eugene O'Neill's stirring 
drama, 'The Strange Interlude' at the 
Erlanger Theater. 

"Other theatrical people whom I 
have interviewed are Miss Ethel 
Barrymore, Sir Johnston, Mary Gar- 
den, and a number of others.

The heart of the demonstration 
here was that of a turtle, removed 
from the reptile while alive, freed of 
all extraneous tissues and suspended 
in a physiological salt solution exact- 
ly duplicating body conditions. 

In this state the organ continued to 
beat 36 hours, at the same time set- 
ting down by means of the chron- 
ograph a graphic history of approxim- 
ately 72.000 pulsations in that time. 

With each beat the tiny organism 
pulled down a little lever that dipped 
a fine filament into a drop of mer- 
cury and made a contact that trans- 
mitted an electric impulse to the 
chronograph. There it was translat- 
ed in a fraction of a second into a 
record inked on a chart. 



Science Keeps Disembodied 
Heart Beating 

Princeton, N. J.— (IP)— A disem- 
bodied heart not only still beating 
steadily, but writing as it throbbed a 
parmanent. minutely precise record 
of its pulsations, was exhibited here 
In a demonstration of new instrument 
developments by science for the ad- 
vancement of medicine and psychol- 
ogy. 

The device, invented by A. L. 
Loomis, of Tuxedo Park, N. Y., in col- 
laboration with Dr. Edmund N. Har- 
vey, professor of psychology at 
Princeton University, is called the 
Loomis chronograph.

Doctor Russell S. 
Poor, professor of Ge- 
ology at Birmingham- 
Southern has recently 
edited a pamphlet on 
the Geologic structure 
of the Birmingham dis- 
trict. This bulletin was 
published by the college 
and contains an inter- 
esting history of the 
iron and coal produc- 
ing area adjacent to 
Jefferson County. It is 
over this ground that many of the 
Class Field Trips are made during 
the year. 

The.ne bulletins have caused much 
favorable comment among mining en- 
gineers of the state and other geo- 
engineers of the state and other geo- 
logic instructors. Although much of 
the work is technical .many terms are 
explained and a glossary is appended 
to make the material intelligible for 
the average layman. 

Dr. Poor points out the total known 
thickness of rock in this section as 
being about 18.500 feet. Fossil life in 
the deposits show most of them to be 
marine in origin. It seems that the

Birmingham-Southern Orators

occurred. Most of Birmingham is lo- 
cated on one of these upward folds, 
or anticlines which has been worn 
down during many thousands of years 
until it appears like a series of paral- 
lel valleys. 

It is hard to picture this great 
change which has come about in the 
structure of our "mountains." Only 
an explanation by Dr. Poor himself 
while on a trip through the field can a 
complete understanding be accomp- 
lished. 

"The Birmingham district lies with- 
in one of the richest belts of mineral 



products in the world. Here the 
then ' UtUeYso that cracks and folds jwfcessary materials for steel manu- 



facture are more favorably grouped 
than anywhere else in the world. 

"In the sedimentary strata of this 
area occur an enormous quantity of 
iron ore (Hematite), coal suitable for 
coking, limestone and dolomite fluxes. 
Here also are found shales and clays 
suitable for brick and tile-making, and 
there are abundant cement materials. 

"All these natural products are so 
vital to the needs of our civilization 
that the Birmingham district is des- 
tined to become one of the country's 
most prominent manufacturing cen- 
ters. 

"The city of Birmingham and its 
suburbs are built in the valley region 



of Alabama. This region lies between 

the east side of the Coosa coal field 
on the southeast, and the Warrior coal 
field on the northwest. Its ridge and 
valley type of topography is in strong 
contrast with the irregular, roughly 
dissected topography of the Warrior 
and Plateau coal fields." 

Dr. Poor goes on to explain how 
coal was formed and why its peculiar 
situation made this community grow 
so quickly. 

"If only iron ore occurred in this 
area Birmingham would not have at- 
tained its present economic impor-

Lex Shannon Tells Of Co-Edless Campus

Can you imagine Southern's campus 
with just two co-eds?— Howard beat- 
ing Southern 87-0 ?-or campus life 
without fraternities and sororities? 

Well, neither can l. but I found 
someone who not only remembers the 
time when such conditions existed, 
but also remembers the romantic side 
of college life when he attended South- 
ern in 1910. 

Mr. L. N. Shannon, vice-president 
of the Alumni Association of Birming- 
ham-Southern College, is the man, and 
I'll let von in on what he had to say 
about romance and other things. 

"Oh. yes," said Mr. Shannon, "some 
of our boys would have their little 
flirtations which were sometimes cost- 
ly to others. I remember one incident 
that happened when the basket ball 



team went to an out-of-town game. 
Mark Hanna and Fletcher Sturdivant, 
who were considered quite the lady's 
men, decided to take a little walk 
about town before the game that i 
night. In some way on their excur- J 
sion they managed to get acquainted 
with two young ladies who were spe- ; 
cial friends of two of the men on the I 
opposing team. Of course our boys | 
did not know that, but the word 
spread around about the incident and 
the game that night resulted in per- 1 
sonal fights every time two certain 
young men came together. That was 
one time that our team had to be es- 
corted back to the hotel by the fac- 1 
ulty of the opposing school and then 
down to the train the next morning." 

"We had football, basket ball, and ; 
baseball games with a regular sched- 1 



ule much as your teams have now, but 
we had no track meets. Mark Hanna, 
Fletcher Sturdivant, Joe Brown 

"Moses" Morris, and Gordon Sturdi- 
vant were some of the prominent 
members of the football squad. They 
were also on the basket ball and base- 
ball teams." 

(And may I add that Mr. Shannon 
also was "quite prominent" in athlet- 
ics, being on the football, basket ball 
and baseball teams — yes, I was told to 
leave this out.) 

"There were only two co-eds on the 
campus at that time, the college then 
being for boys only. We had no fra- 
ternities or sororities or even clubs 
with the exception of two literary 
clubs. There were possibly 250 stu- 
dents on the Hilltop and this included 
those enlisted in the training school 



which was situated where the library 
now is. Besides this building, there 
were three dormitories, which we 
called East, West, and Middle Hall, 
and the educational building on the 
Munger Memorial site." 

When asked how he thought school 
and school life in his day could com- 
pare with ours, Mr. Shannon seemed 
to be at a loss. 

"Why. It's like night and day— like 

comparing ten to a thousand," he said. 
"You students don't know how to ap- 
preciate the things you have at school 
now. Why, we didn't even have a 
bookstore or cafeteria to loaf in — or a 
Gold and Black office, either. We had 
an annual but no school paper, and 
there were no glee clubs or bands or 
orchestras. Yes, sir, you are mighty 
fortunate to have the fine school that 
you have." 



Norman, Okla. — Once more authori- 
ties are investigating into the activi- 
ties of a secret order on the campus 
known since its organization in 1907 
as the D. D. M. C. 

For years the purpoee of the organi- 
zation seemed to be that of playing 
harmless campus pranks, but in 1918 
the society set out to prevent cheat- 
ing in examinations. A few years 
later when the society, masked, was 
attempting to discipline a student, he 
shot two of its members. 

But the secret order seems to have 
flourished in spite of the authorities. 

In 1925 Lee Thompson, leader of the 
secret order, and now the son-in-law 
of President W. B. Bizzell, was beaten 
up by a student being disciplined. 
Thompson was arrested and convicted 
of breaking the state anti-mask law, 
and was sentenced to pay a fine of 
$500 and to a term in jail. His fine 
was later reduced to $50 and his prison 
sentence suspended by Governor 
Trapp. 

Recently a sophomore, Sam Kaplan, 
was flogged by the organization, and 
the university is stirred up once more.

Later, 
the college was devastated by fire.

The mystery of the old bell in the 
tower of Seney Hall at Emory Junior 
College in Oxford, Ga., is solved. 

In reply to an article in the current 
issue of the Amery Alumnus, searching 
for the story of the original bell, 
George W. W. Stone, of Oxford, wrote 
giving what seems to be the correct 
version.

Sophie Newcomb College (New Or- 
leans) students come to college at an 
earlier age than in any colleges, the 
average age of freshmen being about 
17; they are also much shorter and 
thinner than girls in Northern col- 
leges. This and other similar facts 
have been discovered by Dr. Harvey 
Gould of the biology department, work- 
ing with the accumulated records of 
the Physical Education Department. 
These statistics have been kept from 
1909 to the present time. 

The difference in height and weight 
is partly due, according to Dr. Gould, 
to the youth of students but race and 
the difference in climate are also fac- 
tors. 

Newcomb girls have the lowest vital 
capacity of any large group of col- 
lege women yet reported and this 
again is due to the physical inactivity 
in a warm climate. 



J. C. le Roux of Robertson, Western 
Province, Union of South America, has 
been sent to the University of Hawaii 
by the agriculture department of the 
Union of South Africa to study pine- 
apple culture. 

The South African came from the 
University of California, where he 
was sent by his government to get his 
master's degree in the corrosion of 
metals by food products. 

While at the University of Hawaii, 
le Roux expects to get a master's de- 
gree in pineapple production. He will 
be there at least a year. At the pres- 
ent time he is doing research work 
and studying soil scince and pineapple 
production.

Birmingham-Southern has suffered a 
great loss in the death of Dr. Frank 
W. Brandon. He was an alumnus, 
trustee, and loyal supporter of the 
college. 

Rev. Claude Orear, D.D., succeeds 
Dr. Brandon as trustee. He was a 
member of the faculty of Birmingham 
College several years ago. For five 
years he was pastor of the McCoy 
Memorial Church. He is pastor of the 
First Methodist Church at Athens. 

Statistics compiled show that en- 
rollment in all departments of the col- 
lege has increased from 176 in 19*21 
to 2,277 in 1930. 

The Methodist Layman's Club of 
Birmingham has launched a campaign 
to raise funds to erect a class-room 
building on the capus in memory of 
the late Dr. Frank W. Brandon. 

The college has received national 
recognition in a number of ways dur- 
ing the past year. Dr. William John 
Cooper. United States Commissioner 
of Education, spoke at a special con- 
vocation held on April 19, 1930. Many 
alumni have been the recipients of 
noteworthy scholarships and fellow- 
ships from the large universities. 

The results of a questionnaire sub- 
mitted to the members of the Senior 
Class show that during their college 
course:

In College Women 

Physical Ex^Given Campus 
Lasses Shows Many 
Underweight 

Statistics concerning the fifty-six 
freshmen co-eds enrolled on the cam- 
pus for the fall term were released by 
the Physical Education Department 
Tuesday. 

In the examination given all fresh 
men girls twenty-six. practically one- 
half of those tested were found to be 
underweight. Fourteen of the others 
were above the average, with only 
sixteen being of normal weight. 

The majority of the girls are sev- 
enteen years of age. twenty-four giv- 
ing that as their age. Sixteen co-eds 
have leached their eighteenth birth- 
day while tfiree admit to nineteen 
years. Eleven of their more youthful 
sisters are sixteen, and two are only 
fifteen. 

In heighth the range is from five 
feti. nine and a half inches to four 
feet three and a half inches. Over 
half of those measured come between 
the five feet two and the five feet 
four-inch marks. The majority of the 
others are inclined to be slightly 
taller. 

Two girls from the fifty-six were 
found to have defective hearing; while 
poor eyesight was common to two 
from each ten of the girls.

Mr. Perry Does 
History Of 

Southern V. 



Author Graduated and Taught 
In Greensboro 
College

After climbing the stairs to the 
fourth floor six times in a futile at 
tempt to interview Dr. Wilber Dow 
Perry, I entered a vacant class room 
and waited. At last a short, stocky 
man with dark hair and eyes, inserted 
a key in the office door. With a 
shaky feelink. I walked across the 
hall and knocked timidly on the door. 
When the door opened, I stammered: 

"fo this Dr. Perry's office?" 

"Yes, won't you come in?" 

Wondering what to say next, (this 
being my first interview) I asked : 
"Could I speak to him?" 

"This ie he. What can I do 1 
you?" he answered. 

"I have come to ask you about 
the book you are writing about Bir 
mingham Southern College." 

"What would you like to know?" 

"Well, everything- - - 

"There is notning r^ucn to tell." he 
said. "You see, it happened this way. 
Dr. Snavely and the Board of Trus- 
tees asked me to write the history and 
development of the two original col- 
leges, Southern University, at Greens 
boro. and Birmingham College, here, 
and the progress of Birmingham- 
Southern after they consolidated. So 
I am starting at the very beginning 
with the establishment in 1859, at 
Greensboro, of Southern University. 
Then in 1896 with the establishment 
of Birmingham College by the North 
Alabama Conference, the union of the 
two schools in 191sSmd the present 
day growth of Birmingham-Southern 
College. The seventy-fifth anniversary 
of the college will be celebrated here 
this spring, when Bishop Dobbs and 
others will be present, and Dr. Snave- 
ly plans to have the book on sale then. 

"Have you arranged for the publica 
tion of the book?" I asked. 

' No. Dr. Snavely and the school 
will attend to that. You see all I have 
to do is to write it." he answered very 
modestly, as if writing the book was 
not the greatest task of all. 

Will the book be purely historical?" 
"No. I am adding a human interest 
element of the struggles and sacri- 
fices of the pupils and faculties that 
helped to make the school what it is 
today. Many of the scenes will be of 
great interest to the old alumni." 

I watched, fascinated, as Dr. Perry 
talked and tied the oddest knots and 
loops in the cord attached to the win 
dow shade. When I realized that I 
was actually staring, I came back to 
earth and we both laughed. 
"Do you like to write?" I asked. 
"Well. yes. But there is a great 
deal of actual labor attached to it 
However. I have always been inter- 
ested in the history of education in 
Alabama." 

"I suppose that is the reason you 
are writing the book. Dr. Perryr 

"Yes. I have just stated two reasons, 
and I also am the only teacher here 
that graduated from the school at 



Greensboro, and taught here one year 
before the two schools were united." 

"Have you ever written anything be- 
fore?" 

"Not in book form. I have written 
a series of magazine articles on Great 
Southern Men." 

We had been interrupted several 
times. Now a whole bevy of co-eds 
drifted into the office, discussing term 
papers and a dozen other topics, just 
as I thought of asking him if he liked 
people. 

"I am sorry they have interrupted 
us," he smiled. "Is there anything 
else I can tell you?" 

"I suppose the next thing in order 
is your favorite hobbies." I said. 

"Reading," he answered, "if you may 
call it one, and in my younger days 
fishing, hunting and tennis when I 
could find some one to play with who 
didn't know any more about the game 
than I did." 

As I tripped merrily down the stair- 
way to the third floor. I thought Dr. 
could find some one to play with that 
are too modest about their work, and 
as I thought of his crowded office. I 
wondered when he found time to 
write. Like an amateur I had failed 
to ask him.

Wentel A. Raboch, professor of Mu- 
sic at Theosophist University, Point 
Lomas, California, was inducted into 
Phi Beta Kappa last week, fifty-seven 
years after his graduation from City 
College, New York. 

Some curious person, delving into 
the fraternity records, recently discov- 
ered the amazing fact that Raboch, 
who stood second in his class, had ac- 
tually been elected to membership in 
1S73. The notification had been lost 
en route by some innocent post office 
employee. 



KAPPA ALPHA 



Kappa Alpha was founded at Wash- 
ington College, now Washington and 
Lee University, Lexington, Va.. Decem- 
ber 21, 1865. It was intended perhaps 
for the organization to be local in 
character, and the name Phi Kappa 
Chi was assumed, but because of the 
possible confusion with Phi Kappa 
Psi, the name was abandoned for Kap- 
pa Alpha. The fraternity was estab- 
lished with the idea of creating an or- 
ganization to foster and maintain the 
manners, customs, and ideals of char- 
acter and achievement, other than 
"sectional," of the Southern people. 
For this reason, Washington and Lee 
University, under the presidency of 
Robert E. Lee, was selected as the 
place for the inauguration of such an 
institution. It has confined itself to 
the South, with the exception of the 
planting of three chapters in Cali- 
fornia. 

The fraternity is organized into 
eight provinces, and each province is 
under the guidance of a province com- 
mander, who has restricted administra- 
tive powers. 

The official publication of the Order 
is "The Kappa Alpha Journal." 

Kappa Alpha has a chapter roll of 
65 chapters, with a membership of 
21,954. Thirty-one chapters own their 
houses, and the total valuation of real 
estate is $798,500.

A 'general misunderstanding" 
among the Fraternities of Southern's 
Greek World was ended in February 
when Dean Gilbert W. Meade issued 
an order that from henceforth and for 
evermore pledging by Greek Letter 
Fraternities would take place two 
weeks after the opening of the schol- 
astic semester. A growing disturb- 
ance among some of the fraternities 
had arisen from the fact that pledge 
day had been "pushed up" by order of 
the Inter-Fraternity Council. How- 
ever, the omnipresent Dean took mat- 
ters into his own hands, issuing a 
proclamation to the effect that "Pledge 
Days" would be determined from his 
office and that the Inter-Frat Group 
was overstepping its grounds by de- 
ciding that they were capable of any 
such action. 

Norman Pilgreen, President of the 
Inter-Frat Council, described the oc- 
currence as a "general misunderstand- 
ing" among the members of the group. 
He was of the opinion that nothing 
could be done about the Freshmen 
that were already pledged, but that 
certain rules would have to be made 
and that said rules were to be ad- 
hered to at all times with no possible 
chance of breaking these regulations. 
Joe Whitson, secretary of the body, 
could not understand any reason for 
the trouble. He stated that all fra- 
ternities had received notices of the 
set date in time enough to adjust all 
pledging activities. He did not believe 
that the Council should receive the 
blame but rather to the lack of inter- 
est in rushing that has been shown by 
all the Greeks during the early part 
of the semester. 

Ed Hamill, President of Kappa Al- 
pha and a Student Senator, thought 
the incideut unavoidable under sur 
rounding conditions but was of the 
opinion that a permanent set of regu- 
lations should be set down to prevent 
any like disturbances. 

L. L. Terry, President of Pi Kappa 
Alpha, expressed surprise at the con- 
dition which he described as deplor 
able. He stated that he did not un 
derstand the date for pledging but 
thought that it should be on Monday, 
February, this date being two weeks 
after the opening of the second semes- 
ter. Jack Cooke. President of Chi Chi, 
stated that conditions were in such a 
state that it would be foolish to take 
any action against any fraternity but 
that rules should be made concerning 
future pledging. 

Other leading Greek figures were of 
the opinion that rules and regulations 
concerning rushing were too lax and 
that a specified date for the pledging 
at each semester should be set either 
by the administration or by the Inter- 
Frat Council with heavy penalties 
being laid upon violators of the laws

be counted as new students because 
they weren't enrolled last fall. Of the 
seventy-five, approximately one-sev- 
enth have attended Birmingham-South- 
eru before.'' 

Bill seemed to warm to his subject. 
As a rare treat, he raised the bars of 
the Registrar's cage-like window. 

"A year ago." he went on, "we had 
quite a larger number of new students 
than we have at present. This semes- 
ter, they are fewer than usual. But 
they seem to represent a wide va- 
riety in territory.

Ranging from the largest of brass 
to a variety of small and delicate 
wood instruments, the collection at 
Ohio University is representative of 
the 19th and 20th centuries. 

Among the most interesting instru- 
ment*? of the group is a small horn, 
made of a sea shell, which was used 
at one time by a Chinese priest to an- 
nounce his presence in the village ats 
he toured the country. One side of 
the horn is worn smooth from contact 
with the priest's clothing as it hung 
from his girdle. 

Professor Janosen, band leader, has 
a number of Japanese instruments, 
one of which shows its extreme age. 
in that it is nothing more than sheets 
of copper shaped and clumsily sol- 
dered together into the semblence of 
a straight bugle. 

Awkward Instruments 

Several awkward looking instru- 
ments, with old style valves and many 
more bends than have the same in- 
struments of today, make up a brass 
group which was used in bands be- 
tween 50 and 100 years ago. 

An old English hunting horn of 
brass is included in the collection. It 
has a mouthpiece, about seven feet of 
coiled brass tubing, and at the end is 
a bell-shaped mouth. Later variations 
of this instrument have a single valve. 

The prize of the group is an African 
tom-tom, carved from a piece of tree 
trunk in such an artistic fashion and 
with such design as to arouse admira- 
tion for the splendid work of the un- 
known artist who carved the instru- 
ment. Stretched over one end of the 
drum is a piece of skin, presumably 
that of a monkey, with little patches 
of hair still clinging around the edges 
of it. The tom-tom is about a foot 
and a half in height, about eight 
inches in diameter.

Birmingham-Southern College lists as one of its assets a 
progressive system of student government. Regulation of col- 
lege activities, punishment for disciplinary breaches and gen- 
eral surveilance of campus life is entrusted to a group of out- 
standing men who were carefully chosen bv popular election. 
This group of ten senators represents in its legislation some 
nine hundred members of the student body. Theoreticallv it 
acts in the best interests of these at all times, impartially and 
unbiased. 

There are a number of factors working against student gov- 
ernment as practiced at Southern. Lack of campus interest, 
restrictive politics and the inherent secrecy that cloaks each 
Senate tend to veto much of the good that could be accom- 
plished by the men that are in office. 

Try and name the ten men who are serving on this year's 
Senate. Name the girls composing the Co-Ed Council. 

And what have they been doing all semester? If vou get 
a passing grade on these three questions your P. Q — Political 
Quotient — shows you are above normal and will probably 
marrv a blond. 

Interest in student government has been low on the cam- 
pus for three or four years. Possibly because the fraternity 
politicians have been strutting along* the primrose path for 
that length of time. When the non-fraternity party fell to 
pieces some years ago. leaving the frat bunch riding high, com- 
petition for office fell flat. 

The big bosses sitting in the seats of political power se- 
lected candidates from those Greek letter organizations that 
offered them support. Capability became subordinated to 
choice of emblems, popularity and pull. 

Opponents of the party were ironed out with precise neat- 
ness. They were squelched and squnched. 

Last year the fraternity group lost some of its unity. More 
candidates announced. This year indications point to even more 
of a free-for-all scrap. 

Some interest is reviving in student government. 

But not enough — not yet — to awaken undergrads to the 
fact that, in effect, another section has been added to the oath 
of the senators-elect: "I promise never to disclose anything 
that happens in the senate chamber to the eager ears of those 
persons whom I represent." 

Ask your snator why he came to class an hour late after 
meeting with his colleagues. "Just arguing around," he will 
answer. Ask him what they argued about. He looks hurt, 
"Just arguing." Over the relative merits of cigarettes? Or 
women ? 

Interest could be stimulated by making public what hap- 
pens behind the closed door of the senate room. Moreover, it 
is the right of the students, who place enough faith in a man 
to elect him as their representative, to know what that man is 
doing. 

What if it does become necessary to publish the results of 
trials for disciplinary breaches? The person, if guilty, would 
serve as an example. The punishment meted out to him would 
serve as a warning, and perhaps he wouldn't get off with only 
a reprimand.

Members of Pi Kappa Alpha, Na- 
tional Qollege Fraternity, gathered in 
the Cave Room of the Bankhead Ho- 
tel Saturday evening, February 28, at 
6:30, to celebrate the sixty-third an 
niversary of the founding of their or- 
der. There were representatives from 
Gamma A*P na °* Alabama, Upsilon of 
Auburn, Alpha Pi of Howard, and Del. 
ta of Birmingham-Southern. The oc- 
casion was celebrated with a banquet 
The chief speaker was C. M. Olm 
stead, former district princeps of the 
Tennessee and Kentucky district un- 
til he moved here. 

Sunday, March 1, was the Fratern- 
ity's birthday and undergraduates and 
alumni groups all over the country cel- 
ebrated it as the principal event of 
the year.

Week Is Started 



Georgia U. Paper Believes Better 
wore uone in .snort 



Believing that the five-day week is 
just as important an innovation in 
college life as it is in Industry, The 
Red and Black, undergraduate news- 
paper at the University of Georgia, 
has started agitation editorially to 
keep Saturdays free from classes at 
the University. 

"We admit," The Red and Black 
says, "that there are certain visible 
advantages to be gained in going to 
classes six days a week . . . more 
work can be accomplished for one 
thing. But we question whether the 
quality of work is as high as that 
done during a five-day week. Most 
experts agree that it is not. Henry 
Ford experimented with shorter hours 
and fewer work days. His tests show 
that the average man does a higher 
quality of work laboring over a short 
period than he does over a long one. 
His tests are not too irrelevant to be 
applied to the University of Georgia." 

The newspaper further admits that 
various other difficulties would arise, 
especially that of completing the 
week's class scheduled. It suggests, 
therefore, that students attend classes 
In certain subjects each day until that 
course has been completed, and then 
take up work in other courses, study- 
ing in that every day until it is com- 
pleted.

Four 
of these losses were in conference circles, two in the Big Five and two were 
administered by professional teams.

An early season's start gave the 
Gold and Black warriors a few days' 
advantage over their opponents in the 
g I. A. A. and Big Five.

Coach En- 
glebert had to begin the season with 
four letter men. Four promising 
youngsters from the 1930 freshman 
basketball team sauntered in to fill 
,he vacancies left by O'Brien, Battle 
and Sargent. Holt. Wright, Allbrooks 
and Jackson have given some clever 
court exhibitions in their first year of 
varsity play. Holt turned in the best 
performance of guarding seen on the 
Hilltop in many court campaigns. 
With two more years of service ahead 
of him Walter should make the myth- 
ical all-S. I. A. A. team before he fin- 
ishes. 

Wylie Waller and Walton Wright 
have been battling all season close 
behind Summerford for second place 
scoring honors. Waller turned in the 
highest individual score of any mem- 
ber of the team when he scored 25 
points against Chattanooga. Captain 
Summerford led his mates in tallies 
made by averaging 11 per game in 23 
starts. 

The Panther courtmen have display- 
ed a flashy brand of floor work all 
daring the season. At times the pass 
work has been a little ragged and in- 
accurate. This was fully compensat- 
ed by uncanny goal shooting from all 
angles. The last two games showed 
what tournament competition can do 
for a team. The meeting with Boys' 
Club was easy sailing. Y. M. H. A.'s 
jinx was smashed to bits in a hard- 
fought contest which the Englebert 
men captured 33-28. With the excep- 
tion of a little incident in one game 
of the Howard series and the Y. M. 
H. A. fight, there has been an excel- 
lent spirit of sportsmanship on the 
part of all players.

Seventy-five years! Little more than the life span of a man. 
This means great length of days from the viewpoint of the individ- 
ual, but a brief twinkle in the history of the human family. 

The World War accustomed us to the phrase, "doing one's bit". 
Although Birmingham-Southern's history is brief as we think of the 
long story of humanity, it has done its bit in the three quarters of a 
century of its endeavor. 

We concede our institution to be classed among the small col- 
leges of the land. The same was once true of all our colleges and 
universities, even those who now number their students by the tens 
of thousands . They did their noblest work during their day of small 
things when America was in the making. 

It may be questioned that Harvard. Yale and Columbia are to- 
day rendering service as truly, great as they rendered in colonial 
days when they were small colleges. There can be no question 
about their creative work in that period. 

It may be questioned, too. that these larger institutions are 
rendering greater service than the many small colleges which dot 
our land, colleges where the whole personality of the student is held 
in sacred trust and where there is no effort to over-develop one part 
of that personality and to create a highly specialized machine. 

The history of Alabama and her leaders for the past seventy- 
five years is written, in no small part, in the lives of the men and 
women trained in Birmingham-Southern College. At a time when 
comparatively few of Alabama's sons could take advantage of the 
so-called larger opportunities offered by the eastern and older south- 
ern institutions, Birmingham-Southern trained a multitude of young 
people for service which was nobly rendered in every field, the min- 
istry, the judiciary, education. 

As we measure time, her history is brief. As we value service, 
her record is such to create just pride in the breasts of her alumni, 
teachers and patrons. This week marks Birmingham-Southern's 
diamond jubilee. When we survey the field which she has tilled we 
are reminded of the intriguing phrase. "Acres of Diamonds". 

Play Ball! 

We are deeply gratified to know baseball will be continued at 
Southern this spring, especially since we have championship pros- 
pects. 

There can be no question but that the sentiment of the students 
here is overwhelmingly for the retention of baseball as a major sport. 

Those persons who have expressed their opinion against the 
Sport, center their arguments about the following four reasons : 

(1) Baseball has not been a paying sport. (2) The student 
bodv has failed to support baseball. (3) Baseball may divert certain 
good track men from the track team and thereby hurt the track 
team's chances of a S. L A. A. championship. (4) The funds ex- 
pended on baseball can be used to aid in building a new gymnasium. 

In reply to each of these four reasons, the Gold and Black takes 
the following stand : 

Baseball is not the only sport which does not pay for itself. 
Football is generallv admitted to be the sport which carries all oth- 
ers, therefore there' is no cogent reason on financial grounds why 
.baseball should be so singled out from the rest. 

In replv to the assertion that the student body does not support 
baseball, we might reasonably raise the question as to just what 
extent the athletic authorities" have supported it. Attendance at 
Howard games alone makes the whole expenditure worth while. 
The sport needs a little pushing, but so did football, basket ball and 
track. 

This third reason we have heard for the abandonment of base- 
ball is just about the most flimsy of them all. Because two or three 
good baseball players are also track men. we must have no baseball 
team so the stars in question can devote all of their attention to 
track. We should be gratified to have the track team win the con- 
ference championship, but do not believe the baseball team should 
be sacrified to that end. 

The last contention is the only one which holds water. A new 
gymnasium is sorely needed and is of more importance to the stu- 
dent body than any one athletic team, but we believe the opponents 
of baseball overstimate the expense it entails and feel certain the 
money saved through its abandonment would go only a small way 
towards the construction of the muchly needed gymnasium. 

Let us again express our gratitude to Doctor Snavely and Coach 
Robinson for their liberal attitude and support of the gTeat American 
sport.

some have big eyes and some little 
eyes, som have big wings and some 
little wings. So we mix up the little 
flies and get all sorts of creatures. 
They don't seem to mind. Originally, 
they had one common ancestor, called 
the Type. From him descended all 
the species which breed with true dis- 
tinguishing characteristics. They are 
therefore called mutants. They pass 
through the four stages of develop- 
ment: egg. larva, pupa, adult." 

"But I don't think I'l like to work 
with them." I said. "Isn't it lots of 
trouble?" 

"No, it's fun. Sometimes I spend all 
afternoon with them, and others times 
I just drop by the Lao for a few min- 
utes. The preparation of the food is 
the only trouble. It consists of media, 
which is corn meal and two syrups and 
agar called to a paste and allowed 
to harden. The adults eat almost noth- 
ing — though they aren't in training for 
a bathing beauty contest. But the 
larva simply gorge. The life cycle 
takes fiften days, but the flies them- 
selves often live much longer. 

"In Lab. we make crosses and re- 
cord characteristics. To count the 
characteristics, we give them ether 
and put them under the microscope. 
Occasionally, the flies don't seem to 
imbibe the ether as I think they 
should. One time. I gave them too 
much ether. They went sound asleep. 
I threw them away, because I thought 
I had killed them. But suddenly, from 
amidst the garbage cans, there arose 
such a whirring of wings that I real- 
ized I had made a mistake. Jonnie 
Foster, who also works with them, 
once gave her flies too little ether. 
While she was playing with the micro 
scope, the flies woke up and flew 
away. I believe that Bruce Nelson, 
who finishes the trio of flying experi- 
mentors, hasn't had any trouble yet." 

"But if this fly is all so wonderful," 
I said, "hasn't it some great big tech- 
nical name?" 

"Why, sure," John smiles. "Being a 
scientific insect, it is called Drosophila 
Melanogaster. The six types are 
type white eye, eosinminiture, vesti- 
gial, ebony, eyeless. And I'm sure 
you'll remember all that." 

I looked astounded. I felt as though 
the man who calls trains at the ter- 
minal had spoken. I stared hard at 
John. Even yet, I wonder how one 
innocent-looking college boy can pour 
forth such a volley of words — how one 
college boy can know so much about 
scientific flies.

of that personality and to create a highly specialized machine. 

The history of Alabama and her leaders for the past seventy- 
five yeacs is written, in no small part, in the lives of the men and 
women trained in Birmingham-Southern College. At a time when 
comparatively few of Alabama's sons could take advantage of the 
so-called larger opportunities offered by the eastern and older south- 
ern institutions, Birmingham-Southern trained a multitude of young 
people for service which was nobly rendered in every field, the min- 
istry, the judiciary, education. 

As we measure time, her history is brief. As we value service, 
her record is such to create just pride in the breasts of her alumni, 
teachers and patrons. This week marks Birmingham-Southern's 
diamond jubilee. When we survey the field which she has tilled we 
are reminded of the intriguing phrase, "Acres of Diamonds".

Poll Shows College 
Drinking Is Not On 
Wane In Spite Of Law 

Tariff and Entrance in World 
Court Favored By 
Delegates 

A summary of the poll presented by 
the student opinion committee of the 
Sixth Annual Congress of the National 
Student Federation headed by Lewis 
Powell of Washington and Lee Uni- 
versity evinced the fact that 57 be- 
lieved "college drinking" was increas- 
ing, 47 thought it was remaining static, 
16 believed it decreasing, while no one 
felt it had been eliminated. 

Student reaction in the question- 
naire on prohibition was consistent 
with this trend of thought, since 66 
favored modification, 38 voted for re- 
peal and 23 endorsed rigid enforce- 
ment. 

Reaction to the tariff problems was 
clearly brought out in the poll. Seven- 
ty-seven voted for moderate protective 
tariff with 21 favoring free trade and 
25 remaining undecided. 

In answer to the question, "Is there 
any fundamental difference between 
the so-called platforms of the two ma- 
jor political parties?" 71 voted no with 
33 believing the affirmative. On the 
desirability of a third party and gov- 
ernment ownership of public utilities 
the vote was split. 

The questionnaire further brought 
out that the bulk of the student lead- 
ers present favor United States tak- 
ing a position of world leadership in 
the cause of disarmament, and the ad- 
herence to the World Court on the ba- 
sis of the Root formula. While a great

Walter P. McConaughy. class 0 f 
1926. was recommended by Dr. Snave- 
ly for appointment as a Foreign Serv- 
ice officer of career. Mr. McConaughy 
was successful in an examination 
which he took and has recently been 
appointed an officer to Panama. 

The Foreign Service School is con- 
ducted solely for the instruction of 
newly appointed Foreign Service offi- 
cers who have passed the prescribed 
axamination. 

The department occasionally serds 
young men abroad to serve as clerks 
in the Foreign Service. The initial 
salary of clerks sent abroad is fron 
$1,800 to $2.»«>0. and in some cases 
slightly higher, depending upon the 
cost of living. Ordinarily it is prefer- 
able for a college graduate to take the 
Foreign Service examination for the 
career service. If he should fail to 
pass, it might be possible to offer him 
a clerical position in which case he 
would no doubt be able to find the op- 
portunity, as others have, to prepare 
at his post for a subsequent examin- 
ation. After six months' service in a 
clerical capacity one is qualified for 
appointment as non-career rice coun- 
sul provided he is recommended by 
the officer in charge. 

The written part of the next Foreign 
Service examination is scheduled for 
July 27 and 28. 1931. The oral and 
physical tests completing the exam 
ination will be held in Washington. D. 
C. beginning October 26. 1931. No 
designation for this examination will 
be made after June 16, 1931. 

The department believes that an ex- 
cellent opportunity is presented to 
young men. who possess the required 
qualifications, for a useful career in 
the service where there is an "abund- 
ant field for the display of initiative.

"It was in Mississippi that we first

dians so the name has been known at 
least 400 years," writes Mr. Glenn in 
one of his articles. 

"It seems useless to try to convince 
the world that Alabama does not mean 
'here we rest.*" he continues, "as re- 
lated in a poem by Dr. Meek, which 
pictured an Indian Chief and his fol- 
lowers, wearied from being pursued 
by their enemies, sticking his spear 
into the ground and saying 'here we 
reit.'. . . Some have said that the 
word Alabama means 'mulberry gath- 
erers,' but apparently it means 'thicket 
Clearer*' or 'vegetation gatherers'." 

It is most interesting to read an ac- 
count of the first Alabama recorded 
school, located in Tensaw, several 
miles north of Bay Minette. more than 
a century ago. Alabama's first news- 
paper is charmingly described in the 
tine old volume. It is said to have 
been established at old Fort Stoddert. 
built in 1799. only 400 yards from the 
present Mount Vernon landing, about 
40 miles above Mobile. It was estab 
I'shed under the name of "Mobile Cen- 
tinel" and the first edition appeared 
May 28, 1811. 

Space forbids the description here of 
"Peck, the negro janitor at Southern 
Cniversity who held an 'A.M.' degree," 
Rube Burrows— noted train robber 
who led Jekyll and Hyde existence," 
"Dale, who beat Paul Revere's feat," 
and many other exciting adventures 
and interesting people. 

Miss Gregory is, of course, quite 
painstaking with the new "pride and 
joy" edition, but if you are quite

•;cholar. or if you show earmarks of 
being a native born Alabamian. she 
will permit you to feast upon the true 
gems of literature and history found in 
this recent addition to our fine library.

sound feoffment and other qualities of 

a high order." 

While there is no law or regulation 
which requires candidates for appoint- 
ment as Foreign Service officers to 
have a degree from any university. It 
is the experience of the department of 
state that only those candidates who 
possess a college education or its 
equivalent in cultural training are suc- 
cessful in the examinations. 

If any of the faculty or students of 
the college should be in Washington 
at any time and call at the division of 
Foreign Service Personnel it would be 
possible to furnish detailed informa- 
tion. Furthermore, after talking with 
a student it is believed that it would 
be possible to give him advice which 
would be of assistance to him in 
reaching a decision regarding the 
Foreign Service." said Homer M. By- 
ington.

At many schools any student who is able to take and pass a comprehen- 
sive examination on any subject is allowed to take the exam and then go on 
with advanced work. This permits students who are ahead of their class- 
mates or who have taken work elsewhere to progress and not be held back 
until their classes catch up with them. 

Many of the better high schools in the state require math courses 
which are equivalent to the freshman math course given here. Students 
from these schools, however, are required to take again this work their fresh- 
man year.

In 150 Years According To Sociologist 

Dr. Barnhart Declares Caucasians Doomed To Bow Before 
Orientals Who Are Fast Outstripping Ajnerican 
Culture And Thought — Especially Japanese 

We are just about at the end of white civilization, if Dr. Kenneth E. 
Barnhart, of the Southern Sociology Department, is correct in his prognosti- 
cations. The professor gives us another 150 years before Caucasians, and 
Americans in particular, have lost their position of power. « 

Like Jews and Romans of old, | 

people of the United States have 
grown conceited and have an exag- 
gerated notion of their own . impor- 
tance, according to Dr. Barnhart's 
views. 

"The stage is set for a yellow cycle 
in our history," the Sociologist said,

Mrs. George Bridges, a student at Birmingham Southern, and her husband 
have started out on a "noble experiment" in education and environment. 
They have one child, Mary Eleanor, age eleven, and have adopted six more. 
The ages of the children range from three to twelve. 

Mr. and Mrs. Bridges are having the 



children's I. Q. tested and are giving 
them various standard tests in order 
to discover their potentialities, native 
capacities and innate tendencies. They 
intend to follow the results of these 
tests by providing each child with the 
especial environment most suitable 
and stimulating. 

The children do not attend public 
school. Mrs. Bridges teaches them at 
home, having converted one room into 
a class room. On one of the walls is 
a large map of the world. As the 
children study each country they dec 
orate the map with representations of 
that country's culture. 

Last week they were drawing and 
cutting out savages and pasting them 
on Africa. Mrs. Bridges says the chil 
dren are just as fascinated with their 
school room work as they are with 
their play. 

A wing has been added to the 
Bridges' home, part of it is oc- 
cupied by the boys and part by the 
girls. There is one large room in the 
wing which is a sort of living room, 
play room and auditorium. Here 
every evening the family gathers and 
talks, plans and plays together. They 
have various musical Instruments here 
and many books. Every evening they 
have a spelling match and each child 
really works quite hard to keep from 
going foot. 

The last few nights the family has 



been poring over seed catalogues. 
Each child is going to have two gar- 
gen plots, one for flowers, another 
for vegetables. Here, each will plan 
and tend themselves. 

Mrs. Bridges is proud of her gar- 
dening idea. She says there is a 
wealth of valuable knowledge in a 
seed catalogue. She thinks gardening 
will make it necessary for every child 
to spend a good part of the day in the 
open. 

She says since the plots belong en- 
tirely to the children, and each is 
planting what he or she wants to, she 
believes they will take pride in keep- 
ing them attractive and in making 
them productive. 

Competition runs high in playing 
the game of health. Each child has 
a chart on which he is scored a cer- 
tain number of points daily for such 
things as drinking milk, eating some 
of everything on the table and other 
things that will keep them well and 
strong. At the end of the week high- 
est scorer wins a prize. 

The children have ponies, skates 
and everything to make life pleasant 
for them. By happy association, excel- 
lent environment and careful training 
seven fine citizens are being raised.

Will Birmingham-Southern go under 
petticoat government? 

The question results from a state- 
Bent made by Dr. Snavely Thursday 
i which he discussed the rumor that 
the faculty planned to disqualify wom- 
en politicians prior to their appear- 
ance on the ballot for the Spring elec- 
tion. 

•'I do not believe the candidacy of 
women for campus offices is to the 
best interests of the school, but if 
the students elect them the adminis- 
tration will cooperate with them in 
every way," said Dr. Snavely. 

"Birmingham-Southern is essential- 
ly a hoys' college. No dormitories are 
provided for women, and not catalogs 
are mailed to girls graduating from 
high schools outside the county. In 
gpite of this, co-eds compose over fifty 
per cent of our enrollment this year." 

He pointed out Northwestern Uni- 
versity as an example of a man's 
school evolving into one predominant- 
ly a woman's through gradual exten- 
sion of power in government and stu- 
dent activities to the co-ed. Girls now 
outnumber the boys there three to 
one. 

"If women are allowed to hold one 
office they cannot be barred from oth- 
ers. If campus affairs are entrusted 
to their hands male students tend to 
go elsewhere." 



Plans for the proposed merger of 
Birmingham-Southern with Howard 
College are in a formulative state and 
nothing definite has been brought to 
the attention of school authorities, ac- 
cording to a statement made Thursday 
to the Gold and Black. 

Dr. Snavely declared, in refusing to 
give an opinion on the union of the 
two institutions into a non-denomina- 
tional, municipally controlled univer- 
sity, "I cannot commit myself either 
way until a specific plan is brought 
to my attention. 

"I can say, however, that I am not 
in favor of any merger that will de- 
stroy the atmosphere of culture and 
gentility and the Christian environ- 
ment that has characterized this 
school for the past seventy-five years." 
Trustees Discuss Proposal 

The combination could be effected, 
pointed out Dr. Snavely, although it 
would necessitate considerable ex- 
penditure of time and labor in arrang- 
ing the routine details. It was not 
the practicality of the idea that was 
stressed in an informal discussion at 
a meeting of the college trustees, but 
rather the result of the change on 
campus life. 

"There will be no further action," 
said Dr. Snavely, "unless we feel as- 
sured there will be no lowering of the 
high moral standards now existent at 
both Southern and Howard."

It was a great success and 
now is a yearly feature on the cam- 
pus. • 

Both societies were somewhat like 
fraternities. The Clariosophic peti- 
tioned Phi Kappa Sigma. They were 
known as the "Clarios," however, as 
their yell signifies:

A very rare and valuable addition 
to the college library appeared Mon- 
day in the form of a twelve-volume 
Oxford Dictionary. 

The Oxford Dictionary was begun in 
1899 and was founded mainly on ma- 
terials collected by the Philological 
Society as far back as 1857. The Ox 
ford was planned to meet the need 
of a dictionary that should tell: 

(a) How long any word has been in 
the language. 

(b) Which of many senses of a 
word is the original. 

(c) When an obsolete word became 
obsolete. 

Comprehensive 

It was, therefore, designed as a 
supplement to all other dictionaries. 
It was to register all words and mean- 
ings omitted by others, and to give 
quotations illustrating the first and 
the last appearance of every word. 

To do this, an appeal was made for 
volunteers in Great Brtain and Amer- 
ica to collect quotations from speci- 
fied books. As a result, quotations 
collected by two thousand readers, 
mostly volunteers, illustrate the mean- 
ings of the words. 

Mad Man Helps- 

"Curiously," says the Mentor, "the 
most diligent of these self-appointed 
contributors was an inmate of an in- 
sane asylum." 

"The completeness and extent of 
material contained in the new ten- 
volume set may be judged by taking 
the single word "point* ' as an ex- 
ample and making comparison with 
the treatment it receives in one vol- 



ume unabridged dictionaries. 

The Oxord allots to ""point" more 
than twenty-one columns, whereas a 
half-column or less is the amount of 
space usually accorded the word. 
Words beginning with the letter "s" 
occupy 2.408 pages, and thirty thou- 
sand words are devoted by the Oxford 
editors to the single word "set." 
Tells Everything 

The most important use of this dic- 
tionary is, of course, for historical in 
formation about a word, but it has 
many other secondary uses. While not 
intentionally encyclopedic it has a 
good deal of encyclopedic information 
including some not given in other dic- 
tionaries, and while not specializing in 
slang it does include many colloquial 
and slang words, Americanisms, etc., 
and where such words are included, 
the information is often better than 
in the special slang dictionaries.

Periodical Publication of South- 
ern; Special Departmental 
Issued Monthly 

A survey of taxation In Alabama 
composes the current issue of the Bir- 
mingham-Southern College Bulletin, a 
bi-monthly publication for faculty re- 
ports on research work undertaken at 
the college. The survey is the result 
of a year's investigation by Dr. E. Q. 
Hawk, head of the Department of Eco- 
nomics and Business Administration, 
with the assistance of school re- 
sources and certain subsidies from the 
Merchants' Association of Birming- 
ham. 

The first part of the treatise is de- 
voted to a historical outline of tax- 
ation in the state from 1819 to 1930, in- 
cluding: a tabulated statement of the 
relative importance of the various 
taxes in the present revenue system. 

The second section develops the de- 
scription of the different taxes; de- 
fining them, telling their bases and 
exemptions and criticizing and evalu- 
ating them. 

Many Statistics 

The third chapter describes, briefly, 
the administrative structure for the 
collection of taxes. This strucure is a 
pyramid, a complicaed business or- 
ganization where much more could be 
accomplished by simplicity. 

The last section of the work is de- 
voted to a critical outlook toward the 
future of taxation in Alabama with a 
number of recommendations. 

Dean Mead served as general edi- 
tor of the bulletin, and is in charge 
of distribution.

The new Birmingham-Southern cata- 
logue announces an important change 
in the schedule for the first course 
in Geology. 

The course will be given each 
semester hereafter. There will be a 
class meeting each day in the week 
except Saturday. Heretofore, the 
course has demanded two hours lab- 
oratory per week throughout the year 
but through the new arrangement 
there will be only one period of 3 
hours per week each semester. The 
ratio of lecture to lab was 60 to 60, 
but by the new schedule this will be 
changed to 75 to 45. 

The advantages to be gained by the 
new arrangement may be outlined 
briefly as follows: 

1) The course material will be more 
compact. 

2) Upper classmen and freshmen will 
attend different sections thus per 
mitting a type of presentation espe- 
cially adapted to each group. 

3) It will now be possible to COM- 
PLETE a first year science in one 
semester. 

4) New students entering in February 
may complete one course in science 
during the second semester. 

5) Athletes and others in outside ac- 
tivities now may take a first year 
science at a time most advan- 
tageous to their schedules.
